REVOLT AGAINST WEINSEIMER 


Plumbers Say They Do Not Want 
Any Parks Business, ard Go 
Back to Work—Buildings 
io Be Manned. 


Following a revolt of the plumbers 
against the rule of Philip Weinseimer, 
Building Trades Alliance decided to start in 
with a war of strikes on every building 
where members of the Building Trades Em- 
ployers’ Association have contracts.

Weinseimer, who 
firm grip on the plumbers and gas fitters, 
Was openly defied yesterday at a meeting 
of his union in Maennerchor Hall. He pre- 
sided at the meeting, and was flanked by 
the other walking delegates. He started 
in the men who went back to 
work at the Chatsworth Apartment Hotel 
at and Riverside

with which Weinseimer was arrested and 
indicted on the charge of extortion. 

** Look here,” shouted a big man, ‘“‘ We're 
sick and tired of the things you are doing. 
We're just about ready to-stand no more 
of it. We have no use for such tactics.” 

Weinseimer got up and, pointing to sev- 
eral men who appeared to be an “‘entertain- 
ment committee,’ shouted: 

* Put that man out.” 

The “entertainment committee,” after a 
scuffle, ejected the man, who returned with 
several other brawny men, and shouted 
ugain at Weinseimer: 

** We'll have no more of this Parks busi- 
mess from you. If you want to run the 
union into the ground you can go ahead. 
We'll get out.”’ 

An uproar followed at once. The “ en- 
tertainment committee,’’ the members of 
which appeared to have learned the Parks 
methods, sailed into the intruders, who 
showed fight. Blows were struck and blood 
flowed freely. The plumber then, with a 
parting piece of sarcasm, left the hall, and 
was followed by many others, who went at 
once to the Chatsworth and began work. 

The Building Trades Alliance then held 2 
meeting in Brevoort Hall. The meeting 
was attended by delegates from every union 
the Alliance controls, about 100 men being 
present, and was the largest yet held by 
that body. There are now 30,000 mechanics 
and helpers thrown idle through the lock- 
out. About 25,000 more will be added io the 
list of idle men through the new strikes 
which are to be started at once. 

James J. Daly, Chairman of the Press 
Committee of the Building Trades Alliance, 
made the following statement after the 
meeting: 

“We desire to inform the public that 
at the meeting of the Alliance to-day there 
were representatives of the Executive Com- 
mittees and of the Strike Committees of 
all the different trade organizations rep- 
resented here in order that we could have 
a full and free discussion of the situation. 
As a result we have passed this resolution 
unanimously: 

*““Resolved, That the representatives of 
the various unions here assembled, feel- 
ing that our position in this controversy 
is correct, do pledge themselves to stand 
unitedly together’to the end, realizing that 
the attempt on the part of the employers to 
force the open shop means disaster to us 
all.’’ ° 

‘““We have received representatives to- 
day from every one of the organizations 
in the Alliance, amd we find that the state- 
ments emanating from the Employers’ As- 
sociation as to the large numbers of union 
men signing the arbitration agreement of 
the Employers’ Associoation individually 
were absolutely incorrect. No defections 
being reported, the Alliance invites repre- 
sentatives of the various employers’ organi- 
zations to meet them, and we are satisfied 
to accept the decision of the public. We 
propose to hold a mass meeting within the 
next ten days in which the attitude of the 
Alliance toward the arbitration plan and 
the lockout will be definitely outlined. 

“The alliance will withdraw all of its 
men from all jobs controlled or operated 
by any member of the Employers’ Asso- 
ciation and we wil! start in immediately. 
We have left the strikes in the hands of 
the Executive Committee, which will meet 
in Brevoort Hall to-morrow forenoon. We 
wish to officially deny that any row of any 
kind took place in the organization of the 
plumbers last night or this morning. A 
committee of one from each trade who are 
not delegates will meet at 1 P. M. to-mor- 
row to draw up a statement in reply to the 
statements the employers of alleged 
facts about the cause of the irouble, and 
will show that the employers’ statement is 
false and deliberately misstates the issue.” 

Louis J. Harding, Chairman of the Press 
Committee of the Employers’ Association, 
when asked what he had to say about the 
threat of the alliance, smiled and said: 

“Wait until they deliver the goods.” 

He said that there was little done in the 
way of manning the buildings on strike or 
the hiring of non-union men except in the 
case of the elecctrical workers. 

“'To-morrow,"’ he said, *‘ we will man the 
Trinity Building, the new Times Building, 
and the Sturtevant Hotel. There are sey- 
era! other buildings on which work is going 
on.”’ 

The Plasterers’ Local No. held a meet- 
ing in Brevoort Hall in East Fifty-fourtn 
Street last night, and decided to remain out 
on strike and abide by the decisions of the 
Building Trades Alliance. There were 
about 1,000 men present, and a standing

Lewis Harding of the Employers’ Asso- 
ciation said last night that the association

SIX EMPLOYERS SUBPOENAED. 


Must Show Books and Contracts to 
District Attorney—Weinseimer 
in Court. 


Subpoenas were issued yesterday by one ; 


of the Judges of the Court of Special Ses- 


sions, sitting as a Magistrate, directing the ! 


appearance of six members of the Building 
Trades , Employers’ Association before 
Acting ‘District Attorney William Rand 
to-morrow. So far as can be learned this 
is the first apparent attack the District 
Attorney’s office has made on the em- 
ployers in the industrial fight. 

The Peoples’ Security Company, counsel 
for the unions, yesterday submitted addi- 
tional evidence to the District Attorney 
against the employers. Charges of ‘‘ con- 
spiracy,”’ “coercion,” and “ blacklisting ”’ 
were made. 

One of those subpoenaed was J. C. Hatzel, 
one of the Employers’ Board of Governors, 
and head of the Electrical Contractors’ As- 
sociation. He said last night: 

“The subpoena requires me to appear to- 
morrow. It also states I am to produce my 
books, my contracts, and my trade associa- 
tion agreements. I shall obey the sub- 
poena.”’ 

Philip Weinseimer was scheduled to ap- 
pear before Judge Newberger in the Court 
of General Sessions yesterday morning to 
plead to the indictment found against him 
alleging extortion. 

Weinseimer appeared shortly before noon. 
Mr. Toole, his counsel, made a motion for 
the inspection of the minutes of the Grand 
Jury, on the ground that there had been 
no preliminary examirfation, and the mo- 
tion was granted. The hearing will be 
resumed to-morrow. 


PAYNE SPURNS A SUMMONS. 


Throws Witness Fee at Chicago Con- 
stable—Depew Defendant. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 23.—Postmaster General 
Henry C. Payne was to-day served with a 
summons to appear in a Justice Court in 
this city_on Aug. 26 as a witness in a case 
against Chauncey M. Depew. The Postmas- 
ter General did not receive the summons 
with pleasure, and informed the Constable, 
John Simons, that he would ignore it en- 
tirely. 

“Not only did he say that,’’ declared 
Simons, “‘ but when I offered him 50 cents 
and even added ten cents for mileage, he 
threw the money in my face.”’ 

Last June when Senator Depew was in 
Chicago attending the Republican National 
Convention he was sued by S. G. Brabrook 
of this city, who declared that he had in 
some manner been defrauded by a concern 
called the Penny Publishing Company, with 
which, he asserted, Senator Depew had been 
connected in 1892. The case was continued 
until Aug. 26, and ever since the Constable 
has been trying to serve a summons on 
Postmaster General Payne. To-day he lo- 
cated Mr. Payne in the Chicago Club, 
after a long search, with the above result. 


Senator Depew said last night that the 
Chicago plaintiff was a mere seeker after 
notor:ety. 

“A few years ago several newspaper 
men started a weekly paper,’’ he explained, 
“and I loaned them some money. Brabrook 
declares they offered a prize in a guessing 
contest, and he won it, but failed to re- 
ceive the prize. I had no interest in the 
paper, but Brabrook sues me for the alleged 
prize every time he feels like it. I have 
sought to have the case tried several times, 
but he always wants a postponement. His 
latest dedge is to try and bring the Post- 
master General into the case by alleging 
that the paper was of an important char- 
acter.”’ 


PHIPPS CASE HANGS FIRE. 


Woman Will Accept No Compromise 
Without Custody of Children.

PITTSBURG, Aug. 23.—Mrs. Genevieve 
Chandler Phipps to-day returned from 
Chicago, where she went yesterday with 
her attorney to meet representatives of her 
husband who had come from Denver to sub- 
mit a new proposition to her relative to his 
suit for divorce. Whatever the proposition 
was, it was not accepted. 

Mrs. Phipps announced to-night that 
while in Chicago she had instructed her at- 
torneys in Denver to file a new suit there 
asking that the divorce proceedings of her 
husband be quashed on the ground that 
she had not been properly served with pa- 
pers. 

‘IT cannot see,’’ she said, *“‘ that my hus- 
band and I are any nearer agreeing than 
before I went to Chicago. There may be 
somethine within a week but nothing of 
importance was accomplished by my visit 
to Chicago.”’ 

“Ts it true that you refused to accept 
any proposition which did not include the 
custody of your children?”’ 

*“*T certainly did. I will not live without 
my babies. They are mine, and no one 
has a right to take them from me. They 
need not talk with me unless they intend 
to give me my babies.” 

Asked why there had been so much mys- 
tery in leaving Pittsburg on Sunday night, 
Mrs. Phipps said that her attorneys as well 
as those of her husband had thought it 
best to have the conference in Chicago se- 
eret. Mrs. Phipps said her husband did not 
attend the conference. She will probably 
go to Denver next week. 


TRIED TO BLOW UP RESERVOIR. 


St. Mary’s, Ohio, Had Narrow Escape 
from Dynamiters. 


ST. MARY’S, Ohio, Aug. 23.—An attempt 
was made to-day by unknown persons to 
blow up the gates at the head of St. Mary's 
reservoir with dynamite. Fortunately the 
charge of dynamite was not sufficiently 
large to destroy the masonry or to dis- 
place the heavy gates, and the damage 
was confined to the wrecking of a house 
and a State boat, the partial breaking of 
the bank and the smashing of windows in 
the city. 

There has been much ill-feéling among 
the people living in the vicinity of the res- 
ervoir, owing to the widespread belief that 
the banks of the big body of water are not 
safe, notwithstanding the fact that the 
State has spent large sums of money dur- 


‘ing the past year in strengthening the 


earthworks. Had the gates been blown up 
to-day the town of St. Mary’s and the ad- 
jacent valley would have been swept by a 
flood that probably would have caused 
enormous loss of life and property. 

Bloodhounds have been employed’ in 
searching for the dynamiters, but there 
is no tangible clue on which to work. 


Magnificent Hotel Fron 
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MAN, WIFE, AND BABY 
ALL SHOT TO DEATH 


Belated Discovery of Bodies Made 
in West Side Tenement. 


POLICE THINK MAN DID IT 


Had Written Affectionate Letters — 
Worked as Stableman — Jealousy 
Ascribed as Cause of the act. 


George Boyce, aged thirty-five years; his 
wite, Ida, three years younger, and their 
six-months-old baby were found dead last 
night in their apartment on the second 
floor front of the tenement house at 142 


West Sixty-second Street. All three had 
been shot to death. A revolver lay on the 


floor beside the man’s body. From this 
the police suspect that Boyce first killed 


his wife and child and then ended his own 
life. 

The police think that the shooting oc- 
curred at about 4 o’clock on Sunday after- 
noon. The Boyces moved into the flat 
on Saturday, and their neighbors, seeing 
neitner Mr. nor Mrs. Boyce was about the 
place on Sungay or Monday, surmised 
that something was wrong. 

Last night Willard Slater, a tenant .n the 
house, climbed out on the fire escape of his 
flat, which is opposite the Boyces’, and 
peered into his neighbor’s window. He saw 
the man, woman, and child lying on the 
floor of the parlor, the woman's body lean- 
ing against a bureau, and the child at her 
feet. 

An examination showed that the woman 
had been shot twice in the right side of 
the head, that the baby had been shot in 
the right side of the body, and that there 
was one bullet wound in the man’s right 
temple. The five chambers of the revolver 
were empty. Dr. Clark of Roosevelt Hos- 
pital said he thought the three had been 
dead about three days. 

Capt. Dillon of the West Sixty-eighth 
Street Police Station at once detailed sev- 
eral detectives to investigate the case. 
People in the house say they heard pistol 
shots on Sunday afternoon, but paid little 
attention to them, thinking they were some 
distance away. Mrs. Boyce, they say, was 
a ery attractive woman, who had been ill 
a .reat deal. The police say they heard 
t* her husband was a heavy drinker. 

2 Boyces, who had been married about 
three years, used to live at 252 West Sixty- 
second Street. On June 4 last they broke 
up housekeeping, and Mrs. Boyce went with 
the child to Islip, L, I., their furniture hav- 
ing been put in storage. 

The rooms in which the bodies were found 
were in a disordered condition, none of the 
furniture having been unpacked or ar- 
ranged since the family moved in. 
is evidence that the woman was caring for 
the baby when the shots were fired, as a 
nursing bottle partly empty lay on the 
floor near by. 

The police think that Boyce had been out 
of the house-on.Sunday, because a Sunday 
newspaper was found in the parlor. 

Great excitement prevailed in the neigh- 
borhood when the news of the tragedy be- 
came known. A crowd of several thousand 
people gathered about the place, and Capt. 
Dillon dispatched part of his reserves to 
keep order. 

To Coroner Scholer some of those in .ne 
house said that Boyce had been away from 
the house on Sunday afternoon, and found 
on returning that his wife and boy were 
absent. He was obliged to get the jani- 
tress’s key in order to enter the flat. irom 
this they suspect that he may have shot the 
two in a jealous rage. The police say, now- 
ever, that Boyce did not reach home Sun- 
day until after his wife had returned. 

It appeared that Boyce had been in ill- 
luck and had little or no money, and it is 
surmised that he may have brooded over 
his misfortune. That he had been very 
fond of his wife appears from several let- 
ters written to her at Islip. One of these 
letters reads: 


I woke up the other night and thought~I heard 
the baby cry ‘* Goo-goo,’’ and it made me cry 
like a @hild. I cry every night, dear heart. I 
never knew how much I loved you ‘till now—that 
you are both away from me. I wish for you 
by night, and think of nothing but you and baby. 


There are many crosses written with ink 
after these words, and presumably intended 
to indicate kisses. 

Extracts from other letters are: 


I am so lonesome. I miss your cooking and 
everything you do for me. It is all so flat now. 
No Id. to ask for anything—no one to scrap with. 
Why, this kind of life isn’t worth living. 

I can think of nothing but us two being so far 
apart—me away from my wife and boy. The 
loneliness is killing. I had a taste of this for a 
short time last Winter, and want no more. 


It was learned late last night that Boyce 
had worked for a Mr. Coleman, who lives 
at Turtle Taub, West End, N. J. His moth- 
er’s name, the police say, is H. H. Boyce, 
and she lives at St. Albans, England. 


GREEN OUT OF POLITICS. 


Davis Withdraws and Hinman Wins in 
Caucuses. 


BINGHAMTON, N. Y., Aug. 23.—At the 
Republican caucuses in this city to-night 
ten of the thirteen wards instructed for 
Harvey D. Hinman for State Senator to 
succeed George E. Green. With the town 
districts of this county that instructed for 
Mr. Hinman on Saturday this assures him 
of 102 of the 135 delegates in the County 
Convention. 

Tioga County leaders have announced 
that they will stand with Broome County 
in the Senatorial contest, which practically 
assures Mr. Hinman of the nominatiun, the 
district consisting of Broome, Cortland, and 
Tioga Counties. 

At to-night’s caucus Senator Green re- 
signed as County Committeeman from his 
ward, practically taking him out of politics 
at the expiration of his term as Senator. 

It ‘was announced here last night after 
a conference between Gov. Odell and Col. 
George W. Dunn that R. L. Davis of Cort- 
land, Odell’s candidate to succeed Senator 
Green in the thirty-eighth Senatorial Dis- 
trict, had withdrawn from his_ struggle 
against Harvey Hinman, whom Col. Dunn 
favored. Republicans said, however, that 
the factional strife had stirred up feelings 
too bitter to be wiped out by this action. 
ODDS CHANGE FOR ROOSEVELT. 


Bettors Offer 10 to 6 on Him—Parker 
Men Want 2 to 1. 


New interest was given on the curb yes= 
terday to the betting on the outcome of the 
Presidential election by the shifting of the 
odds, which for many weeks have been 
steady at 10 to 7, with the Parker men 


asking 6 to 10. The odds went to 10 to 6. 
Parker favorers asked 2 to 1 without being 
able to place any wagers at that figure.

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UNIVERSITY FUNDS INVOLVED. | SYMPATHETIC STRIKE AT 


Bankruptcy Proceedings Against ~rcas- 
urer of Catholic Institution.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 23.—In spite of de- 


nials it is believed here that the financial 
affairs of the Catholic University of Amer- 


ica are involved by reason of investments by 


its Treasurer, Thomas E: Waggaman. Some 
months ago Mr. Waggaman deeded his fine 
art gallery and collection of ceramics, which 
cost him. $500,000, to the university osten- 


sibly as a gift, but really as security for 
moneys handled by him. 

Deeds were placed on record yesterday by 
Mr. Waggaman and John Rideout, his co- 
trustee, conveying to the university Wood- 
ley Park, one of the largest and most 
valued additions to Washington. Other 
deeds were filed by Mr. Waggaman dated 
in 1898, conveying to Dr. Daniel B. Clarke, 
Mr. Waggaman’s father-in-law, his mansion 
in Georgetown, and his business office on 
F Street, to secure him as bondsman. 

To-day the Second National Bank, the 
National Bank of Washington, and the 
National Metropolitan Bank began bank- 
ruptcy proceedings against Mr. Waggaman 
to protect themselves against the transfer 
of the Woodley property to the university. 
They show that they hold Waggaman's 
paper for $51,500, ana insist that the trans- 
fers to the university be set aside in their 
favor. 

The transfers to the university are stated 
in the proceedings to be to secure the in- 
stitution for $876,168. It appears that Wag- 
gaman loaned a large amount of money be- 
longing to the university, and indorsed the 
notes. These investments have proved to 
be unsatisfactory to the trustees of the in- 
stitution, and the deeds have been given 
to further secure it against possible loss. 

Mr. Waggaman has been for many years 
regarded as one of the wealthiest men in 
Washington, owning a great number of 
properties, and conducting one of the larg- 
est real estate businesses here. -i2 has also 
been prominent in charitable work. 

The Rector of the university, Mgr. O’Con- 
nell, is out of the city. His private secre- 
tary said he was ignorant of any of the 
transactions between the institution and 
Mr. Waggaman. 

Irving Williamson, one of the attorneys 
of the university, to-night denied that its 
financial affairs were in any peril. He ad- 
mitted the filing of the deed of trust, how- 
ever, securing $876,168 to the university. 


NICOLL AT ROSEMOUNT. 


Tells Candidate of Conditions—: eform 
Club Committee There.

ROSEMOONT, Aug. 23.—Vice Chairman 
De Lanc2y Nicoll of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee was here the greater part 
cf the day detailing to Judge Parker the 
work now being done by the National and 
State Committees. The conference was by 
appointment. It is understood that the re- 
port of Mr. Nicoll was highly gratifying 
to Judge Parker. 

Appointments for submitting reports on 
the state of the campaign will be made 
regularly by the candidate. It is probable 
that William F. Sheehan will -come to 
Rosemount Jate to-morrow afternoon, 

A committee from the Reform Club called 
on Judge Parker to confer with him about 
the best methods of agitation to accom- 
plish tariff reform. Being the question on 
which the various factions of the Demo- 
cratic Party are united, its importance is 
self-evident. The committee consists of J. 
G. Agar, C. 8. Fairchiid, William B. Horn- 
blower, Louis Windmuller, Everett V. Ab- 
bot, and Calvin Tomkins. They invited the 
candidate to’ speak under the club’s aus- 
pices some time during the campaign. Judge 
Parker told his visitors that he is as yet 
undecided as to what he shall do, but that 
later he may be glad to accept the invita- 
tion.

Everybody in Whitestone, L. I., is talk- 
ing about the marriage on Easter Sunday 
last of Miss Liilian B. Wood, who is the 
second daughter of Mr. and Mrs. James 
Wood of that place, and a ‘prominent singer 
in the choir of Grace Episcopal Church 
there, to Henry F. Aldworth, also of 
Whitestone. The marriage was performed 
at the Church of the Transfiguration, in 
this borough, but has been kept secret until 
now. The tardiness of the announcement 
is not the only feature of interest in the 
matter. 

Mr. Aldworth had been engaged to Miss 
Wood for some time. The secrecy of the 
marriage caused him some ¢ ncern, how-, 
ever. Then he sent the _ notice to 
be printed in a Whitestone paper.

Guests of the Martha Washington Hotel 
who missed their ice water yesterday had 
to make up their own beds, and who were 
obliged to rest content with an order of 
friend eggs instead of dinner, had none but 
their own sex to blame. A sympathetic 
Strike had been declared by the women 
help of the women’s hotel because the 
housekeeper was fired. 

With no help at hand, the manager's ste- 
nographer was installed as housekeeper, and 
divided her time between taking dictation 
and carrying ice water to the upper stories. 
The telephone operator, who was the only 
other one in authority who did not ‘go 
out,"’ made short shifts at frying eggs and 
making alleged coffee, between answering 
calls from excited patrons of the house who 
wanted to know why their rooms had not 
been made up. To-day new help is expect- 
ed, but last night the patrons of the estab- 
lishment were divided into two camps, on@ 
of which denounced the women atrikers 
and the other denounced the mere man who 
is managing the establishment. 

The trouble started early in the morning 
when this new manager, Mark Cadwell, 
discharged Mrs. Mary McCormick, who had 
been housekeeper from the time the estab- 
lishment was opened. Mr. Cadwell took 
the management of the house a few weeks 
ago, and inaugurated the idea of having 
nothing but women help, so he discharged 
the bellboys and employed bellgiris. Then 
he replaced the waiters with waitresses, 
hired women musicians in place of men, 
and so on down the line. From the advent 
of Mr. Cadwell there was friction between 
the manager and the housekeeper, which 
culminated yesterday in the latter’s dis- 
charge. , 

As Mrs. McCormick was popular with the 
help, there was trouBle as soon as the news 
got out, and a sympathetic strike was 
agreed upon. Among those who went out 
were six waitresses, ten housecleaners, 
nineteen out of twenty-four chambermaids, 
the head steward, and the second steward, 
together with three mere men who had 
been retained under the Caldwell régime 
to act as storeroom men. When the strike 
was ordered a committee was named to wait 
on Manager Cadwell to inform him of the 
conditions. He regarded the strike threat 
as a threat merely, and told the employes 
to go as far as they liked. They did, and 
all walked out in a body. 

Immeddiately there was an agonized call 
from No. 221, where an elderly. person de- 
sired to know why she could get ‘no ice 
water. Miss Gardiner, the telephone oper- 
ator, *#écommodatingly took up a pitcher, 
only to be assailed on her return by a 
demand from No. 463 for a chambermaid 
to make a bed. Miss Josephine Bartlett, 
Mr. Cadwell’s stenographer, was pressed 
into service and performed this act of 
charity, but at this stage of the game the 
demands and orders and requests were com- 
ing in thick and fast. 

Miss Bartlett was installed as house- 
keeper pro tem., and her duties consisted 
in trying to pacify patrons bY making beds, 
carrying ice water, taking up meals, and 
running the elevator. Miss Gardiner went 
to the kitchen and performed with the fry- 
ing pan and coffee urn until she got things 
in running shape. The guests, although 
quieted, were not content. Finally, in the 
evening, Manager Cadwell was forced to 
betake himself into retirement to avoid 
the insistence of his guests. 

There was a strong desire on the part 
of the management last night to keep 
things dark about the affair, but finally 
the clerk admitted that the conditions 
outlined were ‘‘ about correct.”

Lord’ Lansdowne said: 

“We received, in the first place, from 
the Russian Government an assurance that 
the Malacca would be released as soon as 
orders for her release could be conveyed 


to her. I am glad to say she was released 
last night, and. I believe, at this moment 
flies the British flag. 

*“*My lords, the second result of our rep- 
resentations was that orders were given by 
the Russian Government to prevent a re-

I venture to hope that 
your lordships will think that, as far as 
these particular incidents are concerned, 
the controversy may be considered as hav- 
ing passed out of the acute stage, if, in- 
deed, it may be said to have ever entered 
that stage at all.’

FOUND THE NOVIK A WRECK. 


Japanese Satisfied Themselves 
Cruiser Had Been Destroyed. 


TOKIO, Aug. 23.—The details of the de- 
struction of the Russian cruiser Novik 
reached the Navy Department to-day. 

At dawn Saturday the Chitose arrived at 
@ point twenty miles northwest of Rebun- 
shiri Island, and proceeded to search Soya 
(La Perouse) Strait. The Novik was not 
discovered. At 8 o'clock Saturday morning 
the Chitose and the Tsushima met close to 


Rebunshiri island. The Tsushima had pre- 
viously been searching to the westward. 
After the meeting the Chitose took up a 
line extending froma Soya Point to ape 
Shiretoko, and th> Tsushima was dis- 
patched toward Korsakovsk. 

The Tsushima fcund the Novik off Kor- 
sakovsk harbor zt 4:30 o’clock in the aft- 
ernoon. She signaled her discovery to the 
Chitose by wireless telegraphy and at once 
attacked the enemy. he Novik was hit 
frequently ‘by the firé from the Japanese 
cruiser, and at 5:40 she retreated to the 
inner anchorage at Korsakovsk. She was 
then enveloped in white smoke, and evi- 
dently on fire. The Tsushima had received 

rojectiles through two bunkers. She was 
eaking’bad’y au] listing, and was forced 
to withdraw out of the range of the Novik’s 
guns for temporary repairs. These were 
effected thst evening.

TAKE GOLDEN HILL WORKS ? 


Refugees at Che-Foo Tell of Further 
Successes by the Attackers—Grave 
Rumors in St. Petersburg. 


CHE-FOO, Wednesday, Aug. 24, (9:30 A. 
M.)—A junk which left Liao-thie-Shan 
Promontory on the night of Aug. 21 has 
just arrived here. 

She reports that the Japanese have suc- 
ceeded in occupying Antsz-Shan Fort as 
well as another fort, probably Etse-Shan, 
about a mile southwest of Antsz-Shan. 

They have driven the Russians from the 
parade grounds, (which lie about two miles 
north of the harbor;) they have destroyed 
two forts at Chao-Chanko, (which is within 


the eastern fortifications,) and they have 
advanced to a point near Chao-Chanko. 

This news confirms information -received 
here previously, and which the local Jap- 
anse were not inclined to blieve.

The Town Hall, 
which was used as a magazine, has been 
destroyed. 

Four large warships unable to fight are 
at Port Arthur. Only one ship, a vessel 
with two masts and two funnels, has guns 
on board. 

The fire of the forts not captured by the 
Japanese, together with the effect of land 
mines, is given as the reason why the 
Japanese have not yet conquered the Rus- 
sian stronghold. 


LONDON, Wednesday, Aug. 24.—The 
Evening News yesterday published a dis- 
patch from Che-Foo, dated Aug. 23, an- 
nouncing that the Japanese captured 
“Chair Fort” of the Port Arthur de- 
fenses on Monday after a tremendous at- 
tack. 

Etse-Shan Fort is also known as “ Chair 
Fort.” 

CHE-FOO, Aug. 23, noon.—According to 
advices brought here from Port Arthur by 
a junk, the Japanese have been hotly press- 
ing the Russian centre along the railway 
and the Russian right in the vicinity of 
Golden Hill. These advices were brought 
by Chinese who departed from Taipang-Tse, 
which is one mile from the city near Gold- 
en Hill, between the city and the forts of 
the Russian right wing. The Chinese de- 
clare that the Japanese occupied Taipang- 
Tse and penetrated elong the railway to 
Gen. Stoessel’s residence on Aug. 21. 

As this report would indicate that Port 
Arthur had all but fallen, the Japanese 
expert attached to the local Consulate re- 
ceived it with great reserve. The informa- 
tion is accepted, however, as a confirma- 
tion of previous reports that the Russians 
have been driven from Etse-Shan and that 
the Japanese are very close to the South- 
ern forts and the eastern defenses. 

The local Japanese, under the leadership 
of their Consul, are subscribing money and 
preparing No celebrate the expected fall 
of the fortress. 

The Chinese who arrived to-day further 
report that a Russian warship was hit by 
a shell recently and sunk in the harbor. 

A report was cabled several days ago 
that a gunboat of the Otvajano type had 
been sunk. This is probably the vessel re- 
ferred to. 


Anxiety in St. Petersburg. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Wednesday, Aug. 24. 
—With all Russia hanging breathlessly on 
the fate of Port Arthur, even such a na- 
tional event as the christening of the 
Czarowitch is robbed of much of the promi- 
nence which would otherwise be accorded 
to it, and St. Petersburg is dim and si- 
lent, with no sign of festivity. 

Although the fairylike grounds of Peter- 
hof are gay with flags and decorations in 
readiness for to-day’s celebration, and al- 
though the great palace is filled with dis- 
tinguished guests, the scene resembles more 
a weighty international conference than a 
gathering of merrymakers. 

The capital is filled with sinister rumors 
of Port Arthur’s desperate straits. The 
superstitious are predicting the fall of the 
fortress on the day of the baptism of the 
Czarowitch, but this is easily traceable to 
the fact that several big Russian reverses 
have occurred on Russian féte days. 

It is reported that a message was re- 
ceived from Gen. Stoessel last night, 
sent from Port Arthur on the night of Aug. 
22, by way of Che-Foo, saying that a des- 
perate assault by the Japanese had been in 
progress during the previous forty-eight 
hours. No confirmation of this report can 
be had. While the General Staff does not 
conceal its anxiety, the best military au- 
thorities have not abandoned the hope that 
Gen. Stoessel will be able to hold out. 

This more hopeful view is somewhat 
borne out by an unofficial dispatch from 
Liao-Yang saying that in a two days’ as- 
sault—on Aug. 19 and 20—the attackers, 
like their predecessors, were beaten off 
with heavy loss. 

The situation at Liao-Yang itself is quiet, 
but the improving weather precedes the 


renewal of military activity. It is believed 
that if Gen, Kuropatkin is contemplating 
a diversion in favor of Port Arthur it will 
not be long delayed. 

Conservative military critics, while they 
are not chary of giving the Japanese due 
credit for past yg ag say in plain 
language that the pace is too hot to last 
and that every day Gen. Stoessel holds out 
will render the Japanese position about 
Liac-Yang more precarious. Even the most 
sanguine, however, aimit the gravity of the 
situation from the Russian point of view, 
and the most serious news from the front 
would not be received with great surprise. 


Japanese Valor Recognized. 

A semi-official journal, while paying a 
tribute to the heroic defenders of Port Ar- 
thur, does not withhold praise for the ex- 
traordinary valor of the Japanese besiegers. 
It says: 

‘“‘ Neither a rain of cannon shots, walls of 
bayonets, nor earth strewn with corpses 
can arrest their stubborn assaults.” 


LIAO-YANG, Aug. 23.—According to the 
latest information from Port Arthur, a fur- 
ious Japanese attack throughout Aug. 19 
and 20 was repulsed with terrific loss. This 
news was received here with the greatest

SHANGHAI, Aug. 23.—The Taotai sent 
a note-this morning requesting Sir Pel- 
ham Warren, the British Congul General, 
to require the dock company to cease 
work on the’ Askold, as the Russians 
showed no signs of compliance with 
China's demands. 

Sir Pelham Warren has notified the 
Russian Consul General that in compli- 
ance with this request he will to-mor- 
row at noon require the cessation of 
work. The dock company will comply 
with the demand. 

Under these circumstances the depart- 
ure of the cruiser is impossible, the re- 
pairs below the waterline not being com- 
pleted. An early settlement of the mat- 
ter is therefore expected. 

The Taotai will send a deputy to-mor- 
row officially to demand the disarma- 
ment of the Askold and the Grozovoi. 

I am informed on good authority that 
the Askold has practically no ammuni- 
tion on board. 


PEKING, Aug. 23.—The Wai-Wu-Pu, 
(Foreign Office,) is endeavoring to ar- 
range a compromise and to induce Japan 
to allow the Askold to remain at Shang- 
hai until next Sunday, when the tide 
will be sufficiently high to permit her 
to cross the bar. 

M. Lessar, the Russian Minister, says 
the Askold cannot be ready till Sept. 1, 
but China fears that even then Russia, 
as in the case of the Mandjur, would 
from week to week find new pretexts to 
postpone the departure or disarmament 
of the vessel. 

It is considered here not improbable 
that if China shou'd fail to exercise her 
right to take possession of the Askold 
Japan may forcibly seize the vessel. 


TOKIO, Aug. 23.—Indignation is grow- 
ing in Japan in consequence of the 
abuse of China’s neutrality by the As- 
kold and the Grozovoi at Shanghai. 

The leading newspapers recall how, for 
the purpose of confining the disturb- 
ance within the narrowest limits, Japan 
has hitherto kept silence in spite of the 
frequent Russian violations of neutrality. 

Thus Japan allowed the affair of the 
gunboat Mandjur to drag for over a 
month. She also refrained from protest- 
ing, although a Russian squadron sank 
the Hanyei Maru within Chinese terri- 
torial waters. Finally she did not com- 
plain when a wireless telegraphic sta- 
tion was erected at Che-Foo for commu- 
nication with Port Arthur after the Jap- 
anese blockade was declared. 


By The Associated Press. 
SHANG:.AI, Aug. 23.—The final time 
limit allowed by the Taotai for the Askold 
and the Grozovoi to disarm has passed 
without compliance with the order. 
A meeting of the Consuls was held this 


afternoon, but the Russian Consul General 
was absent and no definite course of action 
was decided upon. 

There is a Japanese fleet outside the har- 
bor, awaiting developments. 

A visit to the Askold shows that her hull 
is not in condition to go to sea. The repairs 
on the boilers and funnels have been 
rushed, but the replacing of damaged plates 
on her hull is being done in a desultory 
manner. 


LONDON, Wednesday, Aug. 24.—The out- 
come of the serious situation at Shanghai 
is watched with the greatest anxiety. Ac- 
cording to The Daily’: Telegraph's St. 
Petersburg correspondent, the Russian

Acting Secretary of the Navy Darling 
this afternoon cabled to Admiral Stirling 
directing him to keep the department 
promptly informed of every development in 
the situation. No word from the Admiral 
has yet been received. 


TERREL ACTS ON LYNCHING. 


Governor Orders Investigation 
Militia’s Conduct at Statesborough. 


ATLANTA, Ga,, Aug. 23.—On his return 
from St. Louis to-day Gov. Joseph M. Ter- 
rell held a conference with Sampson W. 
Harrison, Adjutant General of Georgia, in 
which the recent Statesborough lynching 
was discussed. At its conclusion a court 
inquiry was ordered to investigate the 
conduct of the malitia from which the mob 
took the prisoners. 

The court is made up as follows: Col. 
A. R. Lawton, (retired,) of Savannah, 
President; Col. W. E. Wooten of Albany, 
Lieut. Col. W. W. Barker of Atlanta, 
Major R. L. Wyly of Thomasville, and 
Capt. Warren Price of Hawkinsville. 

After the appointment of this court Gov. 
Terrell issued a statement in which he 
said he was atly shocked by the 
Statesborough affair. Troops had been 
sent to preserve the peace. Before he 
left for St. Louis the Judge, the Sheriff. 
and the commanding officer al! reported 
that quiet and order had marked the pro- 
ceedings, and that no outbreak was ap- 
prehended. 

The Governor declares the lynchers / 
not represent the sentiment of the State. 
Their action, he says, should be denounced 
by law-abiding citizens everywhere, In 
conclusion the Governor said; : 

“In aceordance with the report and 
recommendation of the Adjutant General, 
I have ordered a court of inquiry, com- 
posed of fair, conservative, and competent 
officers, to investigate the action and con- 
duct of the military on that occasion. I 
shall request the civil authorities, the 
court so outraged, to do its utmost to bring 
the*offenders against its dignity and the 
majesty of the law to speedy and swift 
justice.”

LIMITED STOPPED 10 
SAVE DROWNING MAN 


Stirring Midnight Scene on Newark 
Bay Trestle. 


WOMAN CALLS MEN COWARDS 


Three Dive to Succor Trackwalker 
While She Directs Work of Rescue 
—Train Later Kills Child. 


Special to The New York Times, 

ELIZABETH, N. J., Aug. 23.—The Royal 
Blue Limited to Chicago was held up for 
more than two hours early this morning, 
when three passengers, en route to St. 
Louis, swam to the rescue of Edward 
Lynn, a trackwalker, who had been knocked 
off the trestle over Newark Bay, near 
Elizabethport, N. J. 

The train left Jersey City at 12:27 o’clock 
this morning, its nine coaches filled with 
travelers to the World's Fair and Chicago. 
Shortly after 1 o’clock, when the passen- 
gers were sound asleep, the train was 
brought to an abrupt stop on the Bliza- 
bethport trestle, 

The trains run slowly at that point, and 
the stop was made within fifty feet after 
the brakes had been applied. The passen- 
gers, awakened by the sudden stop, heard 
cries proceeding from directly under the 
trestle. 

“For God's sake, some one help me!” 
came the voice. The cry sounded as if the 
man were strangling. 

Heads were thrust out of windows, and in 
the moonlight a man was seen running 
over the ties in the direction of Jersey City. 
The porter of the rear sleeper gave chase 
and caught the fugitive. When he had 
been brought back to the train and , sur- 
rounded by the crowd of passengers, who 
by this time had piled out of their berths 
and descended to the tracks, he was quak- 
ing with fear. 


He said he had been walking to Eliza- 
bethport with Lynn, a chance acquaintance. 
Suddenly the train had appeared behind 
them, and before his companion could get 
out of the way the cylinder head had hit 
him and pitched him headlong into the bay. 
The man said he had escaped by throwing 
himself flat on the ties outside of the 
tracks. 

Meanwhile Lynn, whose cries for help 
had not ceased, was being rapidly car- 
ried away from the trestle by the swiftly 
flowing tide. 

‘*‘Heip me! Help me:” he wailed in an 
agony of terror. 

‘rhe train crew and the passengers al- 
ready on the tracks shouted encouragement 
in reply, but no movement was made to do 
anything. 


WOMAN SHAMES MEN. 


Suddenly out of one of the St. Louis sleep- 
ers a woman clambered down the steps to 
the ties. Unmindful of the danger of a 


misstep she hurried to the knot of men and 
exclaimed: 

‘Are you all cowards? 
of you jump in after the man? 
let him drown before your eyes?”’ 

In answer one of the passengers, Charles 
Williamson, a traveling salesman trom Bal 
tumore, dived off the trestle into the water 
twenty feet below. Lynn by this time was 
fully 100 feet away, and .is cries were 
growing weaker and weaker. 

‘Send that engine for a boat!”’ cried the 
woman, who continued to be a dominating 
factor in the crowd. In less than a minute 
the locomotive had been uncoupled and 
started for Elizabethport to give the alarm. 

In the meantime two other nassengers; 
under the taunts of the woman, who was 
applauded by the other female occupants 
of the train, had plunged into the bay. 
These carried the end of a bell rope taken 
from one of the sleepers, much to the dis- 
gust of the sleepy porter who »rotested 
vigorously against the robbery. en and 
women held on to the other end of the rope, 

Suddenly the two men in the water shout- 
ed that they could get no further. The rope 
was too short. idle 

‘Let go and swim without it,”’ cried some 
one on the trestle. 

‘**And get drowned with the other two? 
Not much,” came back the answer from 
the calmer of the two swimmers. 

Finally, after a shriek from the track 
walker and a cry of fear from the first 
rescuer had reached the ears of the watch- 
ers, there was a sudden rush for the train 
on the part of half a dozen of the women, 
who had been whispering together. 

They entered different cars and emerged 
a minute later, each one bearing the full 
length of the bell rope of the car. These 
they quickly handed over to the men, who 
tied them together and fastened them to the 
short piece. 

The swimmers now started after the 
drownin pats. carryin the lengthened 
rope with them. They finally succeeded in 
reaching the two exhausted men. Lynn 
was ‘in a semi-conscious condition, weak 
from his fight against the tide and loss of 
blood from a deep gash in his forehead. 
His would-be rescuer was also about to 
give up from his efforts to keep the track 
walker afloat. 

Word was shouted to the men on the tres- 
tle to pull taut the bell rope. — fifiy 
persons, men and women alike, pulled on 
the slender cord. The four men in the wa- 
ter were being drawn rapidly to the trestie, 
—— suddenly the rope broke under great 
strain. 

There was a cry of dismay from the 
swimmers, once more at the mercy of the 
tide. The crowd shouted suggestions again. 
It seemed that the men must drown. 


ALL HANDS RESCUED. 


Suddenly the engine returned with the in- 
formation that a rowboat had put out from 
the shore and would soon be on the scene. 


The news was shouted to the men in the 
water, and they continued their battle. 

The boat arrived and picked up the men 
one after another. It was rowed to the 
trestle, where the three passengers were 
hauled to the tracks. Lynn lay uncon- 
scious in the bottom of the boat, the 
blood pouring from 4 wound across the top 
of his head. He was taken on board the 
train and carried to Elizabeth. According 
to the engineer, the locomotive did not hit 
Lynn. 

f We dare not make more than six miles 
an hour on this trestle,”’ he said, “ and any 
one could get out of the way if he wanted 
to. I saw the two men when -ve were 10) 
yards away. They turned around and evi- 
dently understood that the train was com- 
ing toward them, for they got off the track. 
I didn’t pay any attention to them after 
that until I heard the yells.’’ 

One of the three pagecngere who took part 
in the rescue and who discarded a pal of 
shoes before making the jump found that 
they had been stolen or kicked between the 
ties into the water. He said they were the 
only shoes he had. ‘ 

While running sixty miles an hour near 
Jacob’s Creek, forty miles east of Pitts- 
burg, the engine on the same train hit a 
five-year-old girl who was playing on tho 
track in front of her house. She was 
thrown 100 feet up the bank, and the mapn- 
gied body rolled almost into the lap 2f her 
mother, who was seated on the grass be- 
fore the house. 

The train was stopped and backed to the 
scene of the accident. It was held fifteen 
minutes while the train officials took the 
child's name. The mother was hysterica: 
It required the combined efforts of four 
men to prevent her from jumping frum the 
high bank into the river fifty feet beluw.

HAFREN’S REMOVAL REQUESTED 
Violations of EightHour Law in Asphait 


Contracts Alleged. 


Demanding the removal of Borough Pres- 
ident Haffen of the Bronx, because of al- 
leged violations of the eight-hour law con- 
cerning asphalt paving contracts, John C. 
Poole, Treasurer of the Peoples’ Security 
Company, filed papers with Gov, Odell lest 
night which the Governor has forwarded 
to Attorney General Cunneen. Upwards of 
$400,000 worth of asphalt paving contracts 
are involved in the questions at issue. 
Gov, Odell has the power of removal if the 
charges be sustained. 

Early in the day Corporation Counsel 
Delany made public an opinion which he 
had prepared at the request of President 
Ahearn of Manhattan Borough, the Cor- 
poration Counsel upholding the constitu- 
tionality of the eight-hour labor law on 
city works and advising that asphalt con- 
tracts be cancelled where violations were 
found to exist. Acting on the advice of this 
opinion Borough President Ahearn an- 
nounced the cancellation of several of the 
contracts on which work was going on. 
He said that the companies probably would 
seek to enjoin him from readvertising for 
bids and that then the matter would be 
carried into the courts. 

President Haffen the day before took 
the same action in regard to two Bronx 
contracts, one for Bathgate Avenue, where 
the Continental Asphalt Company was 
working, and one in 187th Street, where 
the Barber Asphalt Company was engaged. 


In all these “tases the companies contend 
that their men do not work more than 
eight hours. 

Mr. Delany’s opinion states that the con- 
stitutionality of the eight-hour section of 
the law has been call into question, and 
that Justice White of the Supreme Court, 
Second Department, is reported to have 
expressed the belief that it is unconstitu- 
tional. He points out, however, that the 
United States Supreme Court, in the case of 
Atkin vs. Kansas, has upheld the constitu- 
tionality of a similar law. The opinion 
concludes: 

‘‘ Appreciating fully the possible involve- 
ment of the city in litigation as the re- 
sult of my advice, the great hardship which 
may be caused by a sudden stoppage of 
the public works now in coufse of construc- 
tion, and the injury to the great number 
of men employed thereon, who may be 
thrown out of employment, I am neverthe- 
— aes to the legal conclusion I have 
stated.’’

To crush an ordinary musical comedy by

IMALGAMATED MEMBERS 
SETTLE WITH ELEVATED 


Engineers and Firemen, However, 
Still Have Dispute. 


WAGE QUESTION AT ISSUE 


Demand $3.50 Wage in Subway, Deny- 
ing That Other Organization Rep- 
resenta Them. 


Vice President E. P. Bryan of the Inter- 
borough Rapid Transit Company yester- 
day held a conference with President 
George E. Pepper and a committee of seven 
representing the Amalgamated Association 
of Street and Electric Railway Employes 
of America, at the close of which a state- 
ment was given out to the effect that an 
argument satisfactory to both parties 
had been reached. Later in the day, how- 
ever, there were developments tending to 
show that not all the differences between 
the company and its men had been ad- 
justed. 

The conference lasted for an hour and 
a half. <At its close a statement was 
given out that the company had agreed 
to the rule of seniority in appointing men 
at present on the elevated system to po- 
sitions in the subway, and that there 
would be no need for a further conference 
between the company and its employes. 
Mr. Pepper and his confréres on the Griev- 
ance Committee of the Amalgamated Asso- 


ciation went to the Harlem Arcade Build- 
ing at 211 East One Hundred and Twenty- 
fourth Street after the conference, where a 
joint committee of members of Local 105 of 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers 
and of Locals 149 and 155 of the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Firemen were in wait- 
ing, and another meeting was at once got- 
ten under way. 

Before going into this joint conference 
Mr. Pepper said: 

‘We merely -learned Mr. Bryan’s views, 
and he learned ours. The company made 
the most important concession the Amalga- 
mated demanded—namely, that the men 
from the elevated going into the subway 
should take their seniority with them. The 
company has insisted, however, that the 
men pass a rigid examination, and that 
seniority shall hold. only when they enter 
the subway before it is put into operation. 
I believe these conditions will be accept- 
able to the men in the Amalgamated As- 
r ae when they are submitted in due 

orm.”’ 

The joint conference was held behind 
closed doors, and lasted for three hours. 
The voices of the conferrees at times were 
raised to an angry pitch. When the con- 
ference broke up none of those in attend- 
ance was willing to say just what had 
transpired or what result had been reached. 
It was a noticeable fact though that the 
representatives of the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Engineers held aloof from the rep- 
résentatives of the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion, and that while Mr. Pepper and his 
associates apparently were pleased with 
their day the representatives of the Broth- 
erhood looked rather disgruntled. Chief 
William L. Jenks of the Brotherhood local 
was present when the conference began, 
but left shortly after Mr. Pepper and his 
colleagues arrived without making any 
statement. 

The Interborough officials several days 
ago gave out a statement:in which they 
declared that, while they were willing to 
give the elevated employes preference in 
the subway, providing they would waive 
the question of seniority, they under no 
circumstances would establish a rate of 
more than $3 a day for subway motormen. 
On the elevated system, where, when elec- 
tricity took the place of steam, the loco- 
motive engineers and firemen were em- 
ployed in the capacity of motormen; the 
rate is $3.50 a day, the lowest rate allowed 
under the rules of the brotherhoods. 

Representatives of the brotherhoods em- 
ployed on the Manhattan Blevated called 
upon officials of the Interborough Com- 
pany about a week ago and insisted that 
the same rate should be established for 
motormen in the subway. They have not as 
yet received any reply, and members of 
their Executive Committee vesterday as- 
serted that .the question of motormen’s 
wages on the underground must be satis- 
factorily settled before a complete agree- 
ment could be reached. 

Members of the Executive Committee 
of the brotherhoods said after the meeting 
yesterday that Mr. Pepper had no au- 
thority to speak for them or to enter into 
any agreement on their behalf with the 
company. It was announced that Assist- 
ant Grand Chief Hurley of the Locomo- 
tive a was in the city, and that 
Grand aster William S. Stone of the 
organization would reach here on Friday 
and would address a meeting of members 
at the Grand Central Palace on Sunday. 
Charles A. Wilson, First Vice President 
of the Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen, 
will arrive some time to-day. 

‘Does that mean that there is going to 
be a fight on your part?’ a member was 
asked. 

‘“‘ Well, they do not come here unsolicit- 
ed,’’ was the reply. 

Mr. Pepper agreed to the statement of the 
brotherhoods regarding his authority. 
When the Amalgamated Association went 
on a strike last year, the aid of the broth- 
erhoods was asked but refused, on the 
ground that their by-laws did not admit of 
any sympathetic strikes. It is said tnat 
the .company, recalling that fact, possibly 
intends now to use the Amalgamated to 
fight the brotherhoods. 


MORE STRIKE BREAKERS HERE. 


Fifteen Negroes Arrive—Packers Deny 
Tie-Up Stories—Little Disorder. 


Fifteen strike beakers, the majority of 
them big husky negroes who came from 
Southern cities, arrived here yesterday, and 
were immediately put to work in the es- 
tablishment of Schwarzschild & Sulzberger 
at the foot of Forty-sixth Street. Later 
in the day they were sent aboard the 


steamboat C. H. Northam, where the firm 
has 200 strike breakers safely quartered. 

The steamboat, which is one of the old 
Sound liners, came down from New Haven 
Monday night and was moored in the river 
opposite Schwarzschild & Sulzberger’s plant 
in accordance with the orders issued by the 
Health Department, the Sanitary Iinspect- 
ors having reported that the scows in which 
strike breakers had been quartered lacked 
proper fire protection and were unsanitary. 

The packers assert that inasmuch as they 
have now succeeded in getting strike- 
breakers well at work, that the backbone 
of the strike is broken, and that they have 

ractically won a victory. On the other 
pond. the strikers say that the packers are 
doing very little business, and that the 
fight against open shops is practically won, 

The packers issued a statement yesterday 
denying the story that only 700 head of 
cattle had been killed here last week. They 
said that their wagons were carrying large 
quantities of beef to all of their customers 
in town, and that this proved that they 
were turning out all of the beef necessary 
to turn out at this time. 

Aside from two or three spats between 
the strikers and non-union drivers yester- 
day, there was very little disorder. One of 
the drivers for Schwarzschild & Sulzberger, 
who Was on his way home under an escort 
of two mounted policemen, was attacked 
at First Avenue and Forty-sixth Street by 
a crowd of the strikers’ hag gee but 
the police rescued him from the mob after 
some little diffieulty. 

Peter Wamboldt of 244 Bleecker Street, 
who was employed as chef on the C. H. 
Northam, was attacked by a mob at the 
corner of Thirty-fourth Street and First 
Avenue and severely beaten. He was cut 
about the head and face, and it was found 
necessary to remove him to Bellevue. 


CHICAGO MAY END STRIKE. 


Committee of Aldermen Suggested to 
Settle Stockyard Struggle. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 2%.—Mayor Harrison 
may be asked by the City Council to-mor- 
row to follow the course adopted in the 
street-car strike, and appoint a committee 
of Aldermen to end the stockyards struggle. 
It was declared to-day in the Council 


committee rooms that a resolution would 
be introduced at a special meeting to- 
morrow asking the Mayor to appoint a com- 
mittee to include business men as well as 
Aldermen, to seek some means of bringing 
together the packers and representatives 
of the strikers. 

Although the packers have declared re- 
peatedly they do not desire any further 
arbitration with the bit ge unions, some 
of the Aldermen feel that if the invitation 
should go to the owners of the big pack- 
ing houses officially from the City Council 
t might cause a change of attitude.

PRICES IN COTTON PIT 


Market Right for a Squeeze of 
Shorts. 


NEW ORLEANS MEN ASSIST 


Col. Brown and Frank Hayne on the 
Floor — Advance Was Not 
Maintained. 


The cotton market, which has been lead- 
ing a quiet and orderly existence for the 
last few months, broke loose yesterday and 
took its turn in furnishing excitement to 
the speculative community. It was what 
the professionals called a perfectly crazy 
market, moving up and down without any 
rational explanation. 

The excitement was started by the pres- 
ence on the floor of Col. W. P. Brown and 
Frank Hayne, the New Orleans cotton mar- 
ket leaders. The pit believed that these 
men had come North for the express pur- 
pose of conducting a campaign against the 
shorts in the August and September op- 
tions 

Yesterday morning they were frightened 
out of their wits, and bid the market up 
on themselves. As a consequence, prices 
went up with a rush until August had 
touched 11 cents and September had 
climbed to 10.74. This represented an adr 
vance from the closing of the day before 
of thirty-five and fifty-two points, re- 
spectively. The rise was, however, not 
maintained, for better weather reports and 
the desire to take profits, as well as free 
selling by the bear leaders in some of the 
options brought about a reaction, so that 
all but about twenty points of the morning 
advance was lost. 

The market was the broadest the Ex- 
change has seen in many a day, nearly 
800,000 bales having been traded in. Mr, 
Hayne said that if the crop should turn 
out 11,250.000, 11 cents a pound would not 
be too much, while if the crop should be 


smaller prices would certainly go much 
higher. Col. Brown said: 

“Tt is too early yet for any man to make 
an intelligent estimate about the crop. It 
will depend largely on the development of 
the crop from now on as to which way the 
market will turn.’’ 


WILD NEW ORLEANS MARKET. 


Bullish Cables Frighten Shorts, While 
Prices Vary—Liverpool Up. 


‘NEW ORLEANS, Aug. 23.—It was a sen- 
sational cotton market to-day. The ring 
was in a wild uproar over conflicting bull- 
ish and bearish features, and the scenes on 
the floor resembled those during the height 
of last Winter’s bull campaign. Prices 
bulged and broke with alarming rapidity. | 

At the opening the tone was called very 
steady, with prices from 20 to 24 points 
higher than last night’s close. Liverpool 
and New York came in at advances that 
sent local shorts into a panic of covering. 
A prominent broker bought, it was estimat- 
ed, 30,000 bales of October and December - 
around the opening. It was generally sup- 
posed that this buying was for Price of 
New York. 

Liverpool flooded the market with ex- 
tremely bullish private cables, and this 
added to the scare among the shorts. 


LIVERPOOL, Aug. 23.—A large business 
was done in cotton futures to-day. ‘rhe 


strength of the New York market sent 
rices up sharply, amid much excitement. 
January and February were especially 
strong. touching 5.59, or 16 points over the 
12:15 P. M. value.

Just how the explosion occurred 
could not be ascertained. he accident: did 
not interfere, however, with the display 
of fireworks last night.

THE FACTORY AND THE FARM. 
The Republican campaign textbook is 

a well-spring of wonder, the best riddle- 

book of the year. One of its riddles, 

and for the life of us we cannot solve 
it, is why the map of these United States 

‘with the accompanying tabulated statis- 

tical matter which appears upon the 
cover of the book, should be considered 
a good Republican argument or basis of 
argument. This map appears with the 
legend in bold type, ‘f Plant the Factory 
Beside the Farm.” It divides the Re- 
public into a “‘ Manufacturing Section” 
and a ‘“‘ Non-manufacturing Section,” or, 
as it might be put, into factory States 
and farm States. The ‘“ Manufacturing 
Section” consists of all that part of the 
Union which lies north of the Potomac 
and Ohio Rivers and east of the Missis- 
sippi, coinciding geographically with the 
New England and Middle States, Mary- 
land, the District of Columbia, Ohio, In- 
diana, Illinois, Michigan, and Wisconsin. 
The “‘Non-manufacturing Section’’ in- 
cludes all the rest of the country south- 
ward to the Gulf and westward to the 
Pacific. We reproduce from the cam- 
paign textbook the table compiled from 
the census statistics of the year 1900, 
from which it will be seen at a glance 
how much better off are the people of 
the “ Manufacturing Section” than are 
those of the outlying agricultural re- 
gions:

Granting that what the authors of 
the campaign textbook say about their 
cartegraphical and statistical exhibit is 
true, granting that the farmer is much 
better off in the manufacturing State, 
where he can sell the products of his 
farm in a near-by market, than he is in 
other States where he must look to Eng- 
land, France, or Germany for buyers, do 
the conceded facts constitute a good Re- 
publican argument? Do they supply or 
indicate any reason why any lawful 
voter outside the fortunate ‘“* Manufac- 
turing Section” should vote for Roosg- 
VELT and FAIRBANKS? 

Indeed, does not the whole force of the 
demonstration support the Democratic 
argument? The Republican protective 
policy has built up one little corner of 
the country, less than 15 per cent. of its 
total area; it has enabled these sixteen 
States to turn out five times the an- 
nual value of manufactures which the 
remaining twenty-nine States produce; 
it enables them to pay out four times 
the annual sum in wages and salaries; 
it has made their farms worth twice as 
much per acre; and, finally, to one-half 
the population it has given more than 
two-thirds the assessed real and personal 
wealth of the country. What has the 
tariff done, what has the Republican 
Party done for the people of the agri- 
cultural States? It has left them, if not 
in comparative noverty, at least in no 
such affluence as has been bestowed 
wnon the little corner of the Union that

has basked in the warm sunlight of Re- 
publican favor. 

What are the Republicans doing to es- 
tablish the factory beside the farm? We 
believe in that policy heartily. Our pros- 
perity depends upon it, our cemmercial 
growth and expansion will be checked 
if we do not within a reasonable num- 
ber of years very much enlarge our vol- 
ume of manufactured exports and con- 
sume at home a larger proportion of 
our agricultural products. It is better 
that factory operatives engaged in man- 
ufacturing our raw cotton should con- 
sume our breadstuffs here than that we 
should export wheat and raw cotton in 
their present volume. But the Republic- 
an tariff policy stands directly in the 
way of planting the factory beside the 
farm. We have factories enough now 
to supply nearly, if not quite, twice the 
home demand, and by discouraging for- 
eign trade the policy of protection limits 
the increase in our factory growth to the 
slow increment of population at home. If 
our manufacturers were permitted under 
a more liberal trade policy to compete 
in foreign markets and find customers 
there, factories would spring up far be- 
yond the limits of the manufacturing 
zone laid down upon the Republican 
campaign textbook map. ‘The farmers 
of the ‘‘Non-manufacturing Section” 
would be able to sell their milk, butter, 
eggs, fruit, and vegetables to the opera- 
tives in village factories close at hand. 
In the Dingley tariff, however, there is 
no promise of this transformation. 

The States embraced within the bound- 
aries of this “‘ Manufacturing Section” 
have 229 Electoral votes. The States of 
the *“‘ Non-manufacturing Section ’”’ have 
247 Electoral votes. In these non-manu- 
facturing States not a single Roosevelt 
and Fairbanks Elector would be chosen, 
it seems to us, if the voters were con- 
vinced that their comparative backward- 
ness and want of prosperity were due 
to the Republican tariff policy. Yet if 
the textbook map and table mean any- 
thing they mean that the Republican 
Party has built up by tariff favors the 
northeastern corner of the Union, leav- 
ing the rest of it to shift for themselves. 
It the textbook is adequately circulated 
in the West and South, PARKER and 
Davis will get the 247 Electoral votes 
above mentioned, plus New York cer- 
tainly, and Connecticut, New Jersey, and 
Indiana possibly. In some respects the 
Republican textbook of this year is the 
finest political boomerang ever put upon 
exhibition before the voters of the coun- 
try. _—— 

POPULIST REPUBLICANS. 

Dr. Danivus G. Pickert knows what 
he is about. The doctor is a Populist and 
Bryan man, residing in Jamestown, N. Y. 
He was a delegate to the Kansas 
City Convention in 1900. This year he 
is supporting RoosEVELT and FAIRBANKS. 

“T surrender to the Republican Party 
as an open enemy and swear allegiance, 
but never can surrender to the traitorous 
Palmer and Buckner Party and go back 
to the conservative Democracy of 1850,” 
he says in a signed statement. But this 
is the vital article of Dr. PickertT’s po- 
litical creed: 


I regard THEODORE ROOSEVELT as nearer 
to the standard of statesmanship of Jrr- 
FERSON, JACKSON, LINCOLN, and BRYAN 
than any other candidate now before the 
people. ALTON B. PARKER is in the hands 
of the men who have been traitors to the 
Democratic Party for eight years. 

The safety and the sanity of Judge 
FARKER make him quite unacceptable 
to Dr. Pickett. He finds in Mr. Roosr- 
VELT the peculiar qualities which his 
Populist soul demands in a candidate. 
ROOSEVELT is nearer to the standard of 
LCRYAN. 

Other Populists and Bryanites are of 
that opinion. THomas E. Watson, the 
Populist candidate for President, asked 
his audience at Cooper Union why any 
of them should vote for PARKER. ‘“‘ Why 
not go the whole hog or none, and vote 
for RoosEvELT?” The Populists of Ne- 
braska consented to a fusion arrange- 
mer” with the Democrats in respect to 
State officers, but they keep in the field 
their own Presidential Electors. Fusion 
there might have given the State to 
PaRKER. Like Dr. PICKETT of Jameés- 
tow.: they prefer RoosEVELT. 

The tendenciés and qualities which 
moi:e men like JAmMms C. CARTER dread 
the consequences of a further grant of 
executive power to President RoosEvELT 
seem to commend him to the extreme 
radical followers of BRYan and WEAVER 
and WATSON, 


It is plain from the reports of the de- 
bates in the House pf Commons and 
from the comments of the English press, 
which have now reached us in full, that 
there remains an open question between 
Great Britain and Russia of the gravest 
importance. The specific matters in- 
volved in the seizures by the “ Volunteer 
Fleet’ are in a fair way of settlement, 
and it is likely, though not certain, 
that the sinking of an English steamer 
by a Russian cruiser will be arranged 
in an amicable manner. At the worst 
there is no reason to suppose that the 
questions involved in these occurrences 
cannot be adjusted by arbitration and 
the payment of money damages. 

But back of all these matters lies the 
question of the definition of contraband 
of war, as to which the views and the in- 
terests of the two nations are diamet- 
rically opposed, with no indication on the 
part of Russia that she will yield her 
point of view, She has so far maintained 
that food destined for belligerent ports, 
or for ports from which the belliger- 
ents could obtain it, is liable to seizure, 
and she has made a nearly identical 
assertion as to railroad material. That 
is a contention which the British press 
is unanimous in denying, and emphatic 
in demanding that the British Govern- 
ment shall resist. Great Britain is a 


with an ocean-going mercantile fleet of 
still greater importance relative to the 
other nations of the world. Russia has 
a fleet of considerable strength, and is 
sure to increase it in the future as she 
has the opportunity and means, and she 
has no foreign ocean-going commerce of 
any serious value. It would be all to 
her advantage to be able to use her 
nav$ in safety in. preventing neutral 
trade with an enemy of hers by the 
broadest interpretation of contraband. 
Great Britain, on the contrary, would 
be intolerably hampered by the ac- 
ceptance of the notion that food is con- 
traband, unless directly intended for the 
military use of a belligerent. The United 
Kingdom could not be fed for a month 
on the home supply of food at any given 
time. If foreign supply were threatened, 
the navy would have to be practically 
absorbed in convoying provisions and 
would be in effect neutralized. Rather 
than submit to such an interpretation 
of international law, Great Britain 
would unquestionably and inevitably 
fight. The Russian pretensions in this 
direction constitute at the present mo- 
ment the most serious threat to the peace 
of the world. It is hardly imaginable 
that she will persist in them. 

LAWSON ON “FRENZIED FINANCE.” 

The story which Mr, Tuomas W. Law- 
son of Boston tells in Everybody’s Mag- 
azine of ‘‘ Frenzied Finance,” in con- 
nection with the Amalgamated Copper 
deal, partakes rather of the nature of a 
confession. He starts out to flay the 
leaders of the Standard Oil interest, 
and begins by divesting himself of his 
own clothing. This may be honest, but 
it is not quite modest, to say the least. 
In the September number of the maga- 
zine mentioned Mr. Lawson tells how 
he came to be involved in what he ad- 
mits is an extremely disreputable game 
of bunko on the public. Paraphrased and 
divested of a wealth of adjectives, the 
story is as follows: He had long been 
in close relations with the Standard 
Oil syndicate, and had no suspicion that 
these men would not play fair with him 
to the end. He seems to have placed 
himself so completely in their power that 
all his resources of capital and credit 
were involved in seeing through what 
he had undertaken with them. When 
everything he had was pledged to Messrs. 
H. H. Rocers and WILuiaAM ROCKEFEL- 
LER he was ordered to do what he dis- 
tinctly disapproved and which he was 
convinced was not honest—make Ana- 
conda carry the Daly-Haggin-Travis 
properties. The alternative of refusal 
to do this meant his financial ruin. 
He seems in the circumstances to 
have been easily convinced by the fig- 
ures presented by his associates. ‘“‘ But 
even then,” he says, “I consented to 
go ahead under a distinct agreement 
which seemed to me completely to 
guard against all contingencies of jug- 
glery or deception.” 

In this he admits he was mistaken. 
As a matter of fact he was badly “left.” 
He had a hard and fast agreement that 
his share of the profits should be the 
same as that of Mr, RocKEFELLER and 
Mr. RoceErs, but this does not appear 
to have done him any good. It seems 
that a little “‘system’’ was worked. As 
to his experience with the system he 
says: 

When my final account was presented to 
me I was startled. Notwithstanding the 
“cleverness ’’’ of the “‘ system,”’ the decep- 
tion was so obvious, so audacious, that the 
instant Mr. RocerRs submitted it to me I 
exploded and denounced the transaction 
with such vehemence and conviction that 
within a few minutes there was forthcom- 
ing a second statement, revising the ac- 
count, by which I was given just double 
the amount first tendered, and the figures 
in both accounts 14n into millions; yet the 
amount in the second account was only 
one-half the share received by my equal 
partners, Henry H. Rocsrs and WILLIAM 
ROcKEFELLER, as I afterward learned. 

If from Mr. Lawson’s story the pub- 
lic gains the impression that his ve- 
hement indignation against the frenzied 
financiers he denounces is in part, at 
least, due to his dissatisfaction with his 
share of the profits of the disastrous 
flotation, he will have no one to blame 
but himself. If he tells the truth, the 
whole truth and nothing but the truth, 
the conclusion is difficult to resist that 
he allowed himself to be caught in a po- 
sition of disadvantage, found himself so 
situated that to save himself from heavy 
loss he had to do what he disapproved 
and did not believe was honest, did it 
under an agreement which promised 
him large pay, did not get the compensa- 
tion he had worked for, and is “sore” 
in consequence. Mr. Lawson’s frank- 
ness in confessing his own share in a 
transaction which he considers dishon- 
est would warrant the impression that 
he “aims to tell the truth,” but con- 
cerning his marksmanship the reader 
will doubtless take the liberty of form- 
ing his own conclusions. 

But however Mr. Lawson’s part in the 
transactions he describes is regarded, it 
must be admitted that his exposition 
of Frenzied Finance is extremely iilu- 
minating. Of course it is an ex parte 
statement, but it deals with facts of 
common notoriety and cannot be far 
from the truth in matters essential to a 
public understanding of how the great 
deal was worked to the undoing of 
credulous investors. 


CHEAPER POSTAGE. 

The announcement of Postmaster Gen- 
eral PaYNE that negotiations are now 
in progress to effect a reduction in 
the rate of postage between this'country 
and those in the postal convention, from 
5 cents to 2 cents per half ounce, is 
interesting. Great Britain and Germany 
are said to have already signified their 
assent to the plan, which will come up 
for general discussion at the Postal 
Congress to be held in Rome next March: 
The example of Great Britain, Ger- 


many, and the United States is tikety to live a hundred years. Vegetative mor-| 


to be followed by other countries with- 
out opposition, and by amother year 
the new rate should be established. 

Negotiations are also in progress look- 
ing to the extension of the parcels post 
tonvention to many countries not now 
parties to it. This will be of the greatest 
advantage in extending international 
trade and facilitating the establishment 
of more intimate social relations be- 
tween countries agreeing to it. 

The next step in the direction of postal 
Progress will doubtless be the demand 
for a lower rate of domestic postage 
in this country. The conviction is gen- 
eral among thoughtful people that with 
an honest and economical administration 
of the Post Office Department some part 
of the advantage extended to postal 
cards and printed matter may be shared 
by first-class mail matter per unit of 
weight. If the postal card is not a loss 
to the Government, a half-ounce letter 
could be carried as well for 1 cent as 
one of an ounce can be for 2 cents, 
Postage cannot be too cheap if costs are 
covered, 


A BOON TO ST. LOUIS. 

The experts of the State Board of 
Health of Illinois who have been study- 
ing the practical operation of the new 
Chicago drainage canal and its effect 
upon the purity of the water supply of 
St. Louis have reached the comforting 
conclusion that this great work confers 
upon that city the priceless boon of 
@& vast and permanent improvement in 
conditions affecting the public health. 
Not only is it established to the satis- 
faction of the experts in question that 
the flow through the drainage canal in 
nowise contaminates the water supplies 
of the cities drawing from the Illinois 
and Mississippi Rivers, but that jt actu- 
ally improves those streams and renders 
them much more safely potable. As to 
St. Louis, the conclusion would seem to 
be that it would be better off than it is 
now if its whole water supply was 
drawn from the canal, Its intake is on 
the west bank of the Mississippi River, 
not far below the mouth of the Mis- 
souri, and bacteriological analyses of this 
water are said to show that it is far 
inferior to that which has been raised 
in its standard of purity by the admix- 
ture of canal water. 

This may be quite true, but the aver- 
age human being is so constituted that 
he prefers to drink, if need be, water that 
he has polluted himself rather than 
that polluted by some one else; and the 
Same is true of communities. St. Louis, 
in spite of this clear demonstration of 
the advantages it might enjoy if it would 
be content to receive the blessings which 
Chicago has so freely bestowed upon 
it, is discontented and dismisses the 
whole report as nonsense. It is sulk- 
ing, drinking beer, and otherwise be- 
having badly, and still looks to the 
courts to find a way of averting from 
it the blessings aforesaid, which it does 
not appreciate and refuses to under- 
stand. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—In betting $5,000 to $1,000 that Miss 
ALICE ROOSEVELT does not wear a garter 
snake on her neck, Dr. 8. W. EpMonps of 
Goshen, Ind., was, we doubt not, actuated 
by sentiments of the loftiest gallantry, to 
say nothing of loyalty to the Republican 
Party and its candidate, though the taste 
of the wager may be gravely questioned. 
But there should never have been the shad- 
ow of a doubt that to ask Miss Roosrve.r 
to decide the bet is grossly impertinent. 
There are subjects on which no gentleman 
interrogates a person of the opposite sex, 
as, for example, her age and her love af- 
fairs. Even a court of law, which feels 
obliged to put the embarrassing queries, 
asks no question that may force a witness 
of either sex to incriminate himself. If 
Miss ROOSEVELT does not wear garter 
snakes, and we are firm in Dr, EDMONDs’s 
conviction that she does not, the question 
at best can Only be deeply humiliating. Let 
us suppose that the good doctor himself 
were publicly and conspicuously questioned, 
for example, whether he wears a garter 
snake, a python, or an anaconda, in his 
eye.

—It has long been known that ships 
driven by a propeller “‘ squat aft,’’ as the 
Sailors say, increasing their draught at the 
stern and rendering them liable to damage, 
even shipwreck, by running on reefs over 
which they would easily float; but salts 
will look with some suspicion on the an- 
nouncement that some ships also squat for- 
ward. The reason for the squat aft is sup- 
posed to be the shape of the bow, which 
drives it up, and of course correspondingly 
depresses the stern. The authority for the 
existence of the squat forward is Mr. H. N. 
Bascock of the United States Army Engi- 
neers, in charge of the improvement of the 
channels of New York Harbor. The maxi- 
mum squat aft observed during the months 
of May and June was in the case of the 
Philadelphia, which at a speed of 19.2 knots 
sunk 4.4 feet by the stern, lifting by the 
head at the same time 1.5 feet. The maxi- 
mum squat forward was 3.7 feet in the case 
of the Zeeland, the squat aft being 2.9 feet. 
Mr. Bascock does not offer any explana- 
tion of the squat forward, nor for the fact 
which ke also notes that the general squat 
increases not only with the speed but with 
the shallowness of the water.

NEW HAVEN COMMUTERS 
MAKE FORMAL CHARGES 


Appeal to the Railroad Commission 
for Better Service. 


ROAD MAKES SOME ADVANCES 


» 
Would Turn Over to an Umpire the 


Suburban Business, to be Op- 
erated at Cost. 


President C. S. Mellen and his Consolidat- 
ed system came in for outspoken criticism 
and ridicule at a session yesterday of the 
State Railroad Commission at the White- 
hall Building. They were arraigned by ag- 
grieved commuters on the New Haven 
Railroad, and, despite the efforts of one of 
the road’s lawyers to bridge the situation 
by promises, they came off apparently first, 
with the commission interested in their 
favor. 

Commissioner George W. Dunn presided, 
with the other members, Capt. Joseph M, 
Dickey and Frank M. Baker, present. 

John Oscar Ball was Chairman of a New 
Rochelle Commuters’ Committee present, 
the other members being Thomas G. Hall 
and Edward L. Bell. Others, with kindred 
interest with them, were C. M. Bowles and 
A. W. Cole and Louis A. Cuvillier of Green- 
wich. For the railroad appeared First Vice 
President Percy R. Todd, General Manager 
Samuel Higgins, General Superintendent O. 
M. Shepard, E, G. Buckland of counsel, and 
T. H, Fennell, local Superintendent. 

J..O. Ball, as complainant, cited the al- 
leged inadequate and exasperating service 
with which the commuters are expected to 
put up, and told of the lopping off of trains 
to carry out President Mellen’s policy of 
economy. He said that owing to the many 
changes in the schedules recently it was not 
easy to keep up with them. Mr. Ball chal- 
lenged Mr. Buckland to state on oath his 
assertion that since July there had been a 
falling off of 5,000 passengers, thus war- 
ranting the decrease in the train service. 

Mr. Cole, who said he represented him- 
self, was bitterly satirical in an arraign- 
ment of the company and its officials. He 
said that not one express train between 
Boston and New York after crossing this 
State’s line stopped at New Rochelle, al- 
though these trains make stops in Con- 
necticut. He complained that the Consoli- 
dated had seen fit to enter into the religious 
life of New Rochelle, in that the monthly 
tickets are not good on Sundays—“ a direct 
slap at all persons who do not or cannot 
select the Christian Sunday as a day of 
rest or religious contemplation.” 

‘““We want them,’’ he added, “to sell us 
fifty-four rides, to be used whenever we 
please. Never mind our souls; we will 
take our chances of getting as near to the 
throne of grace as any of the New Haven 
management.”’ 

The dog-in-the-manger policy of the road, 
he asserted, had made a wilderness of the 
finest residential district about New York. 
Such a situation would have been graspe} 


by the manager of any department store, 
but it appeared to be beyond the mental 
capacity of those who pretend to run the 
system. Mr. Cole concluded with: 

‘*City people are, however, afraid to «© 
out of New York City on account of this 
service, 80 they stay where they are, being 
sure of getting home at a certain time. 
This cannot be counted on up my way on 
eccount of the inadequate service this road 
gives.”’ 

Mr. Cuvillier spoke on the question of 
overcrowding and showed that allowing 
passengers to ride in baggage cars was 4 
violation of law. Mr. Hall paid his com- 
pliments to President Mellen and said that 
if the present policy were continued New 
Rochelle would become a deserted city. 

“What we want,” he continued, “ are the 
trains back that were taken off. Mellen 
learned sumping stations out West, and he 
is now westernizing the New Haven Road. 
We want and insist that we have the same 
service we had prior-to his advent’ 

Mr. Ball, securing his appeal, urged the 
commission to bring about different con- 
ditions. 

Mr. Bucklan, in defending the Consoli- 
dated, said that overcrowding could hardly 
be avoided. Reading statistics of service 
as to number of trains, speed, and fares on 
the Consolidated, Central, Putnam, Erie, 
Pennsylvania, Lackawanna, Jersey Central, 
and Long Island systems, Mr. Buckland 
asserted that Mr. Mellen’s system was ex- 
ceeded as to speed by none, by only the 
Erie as to number of trains, and by only 
two roads as to lower fares. ‘ 

In the course of his plea Mr. Buckland 
said that locals paid so little that were the 
Consolidated to wipe out all trains for 
twenty miles outside of New York or Bos- 
ton rd would be money in its treasury. 
Commuter Hall remarked: 

“Well, you made a good start, didn’t 
you?” and the commission and all present 
roared. 

Mr. Buckland offered to establish a fast 
Portchester-Harlem service if the com- 
muters would pay the cost of operating, 
that cost to be determined by the Railroad 
Commission. This brought about a clamor 
to restore the 5:48, 9:30, and 11:30 P. M. 
trains. In the course of discussion Capt. 
Dickey remarked that possibly the New 
Haven had given such good service that 
it was emphasized when the trains were 
cut off. e, however, held that the com- 
pany had no business to cut out a train 
if it did not pay. Patrons of the road had 
become accustomed to the service. In gen- 
ores business some branches are run at 
a loss. 

Then Mr. Buckland said he was anthor- 
ized to announce that plans were weil un- 
der way for an electric Port Chester-New 
York City, Hall service, with four aéded 
tracks on the Harlem Branch and elevated 
from the Harlem to City Hall. The plan 
had got beyond the tentative stage and 
work would be begun “ before frost.’’ The 
announcement evoked no enthusiasm. 

Col, Dunn Said that the commission would 
come to a determination on the subject 
presented as soon as possible. 

The commission approved plans io do 
away with the dangerous grade crossing at 
the Van Cortlandt Park station on'the Put- 
nam line. 


SEABOARD ON ITS OWN LEGS.

The Seaboard Air Line is to be operated 
independently of the other Southern rail- 
way systems, according to a statement 
made yesterday by Thomas F. Ryan, who,

TO BAR IMPURE FOREIGN FOODS 


Chemical Laboratory Will Be Opened in — 


This City. 


WASHINGTON, Aug, 
laboratory for the examination of imported 
food products will be opened in the Ap- 
praiser’s Stores Building of the Treasury 
Department in New York by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture on Sept. 5. Five ex- 
pert chemists will be installed, having been 
selected at special examinations by the 
Civil Service Commission. This is the first 
of a number of port laboratories to be 
established to prevent impure food, the 
product of foreign countries, entering the 
United States. ; 

Eighty per cent. of the food importations 
arrive in New York. Samples from each 
cargo hereafter will be taken direct from 
the Appraiser to the laboratory, obviating 
the delay of requesting samples by the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture from the Secretary of 
the Treasury, and the transmission of these 
Samples to Washington for analysis, 

The Secretary of Agriculture is awaiting 
an interpretation of a portion of the law 
which, it is believed, will exclude entirely 


the importation of sausages from Germany. 
The law excludes articles from entry into 
the United States from foreign countries 
which prohibit the importation of like arti- 
cles. ermany prohibits the importation 
of sausage, and should the Attorney Gen- 
eral construe the law as it is believed he will 
in this respect, it will be enforced against 
German sausages. 

A_ set of ‘suggestions to importers of 
food products ’”’ has just been issued by the 
Bureau of Chemistry, in which specific in- 
formation is given as to what will and 
what will not be considered as adulterated, 
impure, misbranded, or otherwise obnox- 
ious articles under the law. 

The analysis of whisky in this list is 
drawn with a view of holding up what is 
termed ‘‘ Scotch whisky,”’ according to Dr. 
H. W. Wiley, Chief of the Bureau of Chem- 
istry. Dr. Wiley declares there is not a 
barrel of pure Scotch whisky in the United 
States and that the importations of this 
article are practically all concoctions and 
should be labeled ‘‘ Compound.” 


NEW MOVE AGAINST MOROS. 


Gen. Wood Organizes Four Crack Fight- 
ing Companies. 


MANILA, Aug. 23.—The forces under 
Datto Ali on the Island of Mindanao have 
adopted guerrilla tactics in fighting the 
American soldiers. 

To counteract this departure Major Gen. 
Leonard Wood has organized four crack 


fighting companies of 100 men each, coms 
posed of infantry and cavalry, which are 
to operate independently and conduct a 
vigorous campaign for the capture or de- 
struction of the enemy. 


PARAGUAYAN REBEL VICTORY. 


Capture of Four Hundred Government 
Troops Is Rumored. 


BUENOS AYRES, Aug. 23.—There are 
persistent rumors that a land engagement 
has been fought between the Paraguayan 
revolutionists and Government troops, re- 


sulting in the defeat of the latter and the 
capture of four hundred men. The rumors 
cannot be confirmed. 

There is an utter absence of definite news 
regarding the progress of the revolution. 


CZAR GRANTS AMNESTY. 


Favors to Finns, Jews, and Political Of 
fenders Follow Birth of Heir. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 23.—Emperor 
Nicholas’s manifesto on the birth of an heir 
to the throne, the text of which will be 
published to-morrow, when the Czarowita 
will be christened, abolishes corporal pun- 
ishment among the rural classes and for 
first offenses among the sea and land 
forces; remits arrears owing to the State 


for purchases of land and other direct ime 
posts; sets apart $1,500,000 from the State 
unds for the purpose of forming an in- 
alienable fund for the benefit of landless 

= oe of Finland; grants amnesty to those 

inlanders who have emigrated without 
authorization; remits the fines imposed 
upon the rural and urban communes of 
Finland which refused to submit to mili- 
tary conscription in 1902 and 1908. and also 
remits the fines imiposed uper the Jewish 
communes in the cases of Jews avoiding 
military service. 

The manifesto provides for an all-around 
reduction in sentences for common law of- 
fenses, while a general amnesty is ace 
corded in the case of all political offenses 
with the exception of those in which mur- 
der has been done. 


NEW BRITISH ENVOY AT PARIS, 


Sir Francis Bertie Appointed—A Foreign | 


Office Clerk Most of His Life. 


LONDON, Aug. 23.—King Edward has ~ 


approved the appointment of Sir Francis 
Leveson Bertie, Ambassador at Rome, ag 
Ambassador at Paris, to succeed Sir Ede 
mund J. Monson, who retires at the end of 
the year. 


King Edward has once more defied thé 
traditions of the British diplomatic service 
by appointing to the Paris Embassy, which 
is regarded as the most important of all 
English diplomatic posts, an official who 
a few months ago was an assistant Under 
Secretary for Foreign Affairs, and who had 
been for nearly forty years a cierk in the 
Foreign Office. 

Sir Francis Bertie’s appointment last year 
as Ambassador at Rome caused a good deal 


of surprise, which will be increased by his 
promotion to Paris. He is a great favorite 
of the King, and was mentioned for the 
Washington Embassy when Sir Michael 
Herbert died. 

Sir Francis is the second son of the lata 
Earl of Abingdon and brother of the pres- 
ent Earl. He was at one time Chairman 
of the Uganda Railway Committee ,and 
was attached to the special British Km- 
bassy sent to Berlin in 1878. He was born 
in 1844, and married a daughter of the tate 
Earl of Cowley. He is a Privy Councilor, 
and was made a K. C. B. in 1902.

Hill Willing to Disregard “ Non-Partisan- 

ship,” It’s Said. 
“Gov. Odell said last night that he under- 
stood it was the plan of the Democrats to 
nominate Supreme Court Justice D. Cady 
Herrick of Albany for Chief Justice and 
Attorney General Cunneen for Associate 
Judge. He intimated that the Republican 
plan to nominate Judge Edgar M. Cullen 
for Chief Judge and Judge William E. 
Werner for Associate Judge was un- 
changed. 

Ex-Gov. Hill is being charged with having 
put his veto on the nomination of Judge 
Cullen for Chief Judge on account of the 
decision which Judge Cullen wrote in one 
of the election fraud cases ‘concerned with 
Mr. Hill’s candidacy for the United States 
Senate, 

Judge Herrick is said to be securing the 
indorsements of most of the Democratic 
lawyers of the State for his nomination for 
Chief Judge, and the contention of those 
who advocate .his nomination is that the 
Republicans ought not to be allowed to 
select the Democratic candidate for the 
Democratic Convention. 

Mr. Hill is said to have given full con- 
sideration to the probable effect which the 
Republican non-partisan argument will have 
with the voters, and to have concluded 
that the Democratic Party can afford to 
take its chances with Herrick and Cunneen 
as its candidates. 

Judge Haight of the Court of Appeals had 
a conference with Gov. Odell yesterday, It 
was supposed that their conference had to 
do with the appointment by the Governor 
of a successor to Judge Alton B. Parker as 
Chief Judge. 

Gov. Odell said last night that he would 
not make an appointment for the place va- 
cated by Judge Parker until after the Sara- 
toga Convention.

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REPUBLICAN CONTEMPT 
RESENTED BY NEGROES 


Hold Them, Too, Responsible for 
Disfranchisement in South. 


APPEAL TO CHAIRMAN BABCOCK 


Against Candidacy of Gaines, West Vir- 
ginia Congressman, Who Threw Out 
Negro Candidate’s Protest. 


That the negroes of the country hold the 
Republicans equally responsible with the 
Southern Democrats for the disfranchise- 
ment of negro voters in the Southern States 
was made evident yesterday by a memorial 
which was presented to Chairman Babcock 
of the Republican Congressional Commit- 
tee, voicing the protest of the negroes 
against the candidacy of Joseph H. Gaines, 
Republican Representative from the Third 
Congressional District of West Virginia. 

The memorial was presented to Chairman 
Babcock by a committee consisting of 
Bishop W. B. Derrick, First Vice President 
of the National Negro Suffrage League, and 
C. 8. Morris, Second Vice President of the 
same organization. The memorial was com- 
Posed of resolutions adopted by the Na- 
tional Negro Suffrage League at its con- 
vention at Chicago, and resolutions adopted 
by a conference held in this city under the 
auspices of the league, whose headquarters 
here are at 113 West Twenty-seventh 
Street. 

The cause of complaint which the negro 
voters have against Representative Gaines 
is that as Chairman of Elections Committee 
No. 1 of the National House of R¢presenta- 
tives he wrote the report in the contested 
election case of Dantzler vs. Lever in the 
Seventh South Carolina District. The con- 
test in that case was based upon the fact 
that the negro voters of the district had 
been disfranchised. There was no claim 
set up that Dantzler had received the ma- 
jority of the votes cast. The returns 
showed that there had been cast for Asbury 
Francis Lever, the Democratic candidate, 
4,220 votes, while the vote of his opponent, 
A. D, Dantzler, the Republican candidate 
and a colored man, was but 167. 

Dantzler claimed the seat on the ground 
that, as the Constitution of the United 
States declared Congress to be the sole 
judge of the qualification and election of 
its own members, the Republican majority 
in the House should take no cognizance of 
the South Carolina statutes which dis- 
qualified nearly all of the negro voters of 
the district, but should declare that, inas- 
much as it was shown that there actually 
were a greater number of colored Repub- 
licans of voting age in the district than 
there were Democrats, Dantzler, the col- 
ored Republican candidate, was entitled to 
represent the district. 

On the contrary, in its report in favor of 
the seating of Lever, the Democratic can- 
didate, the committee took occasion to say 
in so many words that it was not for the 
House of Representatives to question any 
State election law which had been upheld 


by the courts; that the finding of the Elec— 
tions Committee should be based alone upon 
the tats ay - _ a. é 

e Nationa egro rage League de- 
declared the report of the committee to be 
a mere subterfuge and a “ weak attempt 
to dodge the question in controversy.” 

“The report,” say the resolutions of the 
league, ‘‘is a contemptuous disregard of 
the Constitution, and establishes a peeve, 
dent which, until reversed, will render of 
no effect any future contest from any of 
the disfranchised States of the South. It 
means a full and complete obliteration of 
the million Republican votes in the South— 
a disfranchisement more to be condemned 
than that of the Southern Democrats. 

The resolutions adopted by the conference 
under the auspices of the National N 
Suffrage Le e in this city were equally 
strong in th denunciation of the report. 
They call upon all of the negroes of the 
Third West Virginia District to vote against 
Representative Gaines at the coming elec- 
tion, and ask the negroes of the country to 
lend their moral help in accomplishing Mr. 
Gaines’s defeat. They go further, and 
the defeat of all Republican candidates for 
Congress who “get to Congress by the 
courtesy of the negro vote and then turn 
— backs on them as soon as they are 
there.”’ 

The memorial was signed by over fifty 
of the most prominent colored churchmen 
in America. Chairman Babcock accepted 
the memorial without comment. Gaines is 
the regular Republican candidate, anh. as 
such will receive the support of the Con- 
gressional Cemmittee. 

The efficers of the pongee exp t to cir- 
culate the memorial freely in es’s dis- 
trict. There is some apprehension among 
the Republican leaders that, in view of the 
fact that there is to be an unusually 
contest in West Virginia this year, some 
of the colored men in other districts may 
be alienated from the Republican Party. 
The President’s popularity with the blacks, 
however, is counted upon by the Repub- 
licans to more than offset any defection in 
the colored vote which may caused by 
the resentment which the negroes feel be- 
cause of the action on the Dantzler contest. 

Gaines represents the Third West Virginia 
District, in which is the City of Charleston. 
He was elected to Congress by a vote of 
19,970, against 17,215 for J. H. ler, the 
Democratic nominee. There are a 
number of negro voters in the district.

Stocks Irregular; Call Money Easy, 
7-8 to 1 Per Cent. 


Strong Opening Followed by Dull De- 
clining Market—Disposition to Await 
Further News of the Crops. 


At the opening yesterday the stock 
market showed a good deal of strength, 
and until noon the tendency of prices 
Was decidedly upward. There was, how- 
ever, sufficient selling of stocks on the 
advance to check any further improve- 
ment, and during the afternoon the mar- 
ke® gradually fell off, closing rather 
weak and with the changes for the day 
irregularly distributed between advances 
and declines. The early upward move- 
ment was largely due to further short 
covering and the buying by traders re- 
cently converted from the bear side, but 
the advance gave an opportunity for 
considerable profit taking, and selling 
seemed to come from quarters which dis- 
couraged any ‘further buying by the 
traders. Sentiment was favorably af- 
fected by the decline in wheat and also 
to some extent by the weekly report 
on the condition of the crops, but the re- 
ception afforded to the report in the 
various produce markets was rather con- 
fusing, and the declines which occurred 
in the stock market during the after- 
noon were doubtless due in part to the 
advances in corn and cotton, which fol- 
lowed the publication of the crop re- 
port, although they could hardly be at- 
tributed to them. 

It was perhaps 
market was active on the advance, but 
became very dull when prices began to 
decline, nearly half of the day’s total 
trading being recorded during the first 
hour when the market was strongest. 
It would appear that the disposition at 
the moment is to await further informa- 
tion in regard to the outcome of the 
crops before taking any further aggres- 
sive action the bull side, but, that 
meanwhile is little inclination to 
sell stocks.

TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 


Boom in Express Stocks—Rumor of New 
Rights on Southern Pacific. 


Some close observers of the market yes- 
terday thought that the selling .which 
checked the advance which was in progress 
early in the day was entitled to be consid- 
ered very good, and for this reason were 
not surprised later when the list became 
irregular and many stocks sold off. The 
explanation for the dullness and sagging 
tendency which followed the strong opening 
was that the buyers of stocks found that 
they were getting thém a little too easily, 
and so stopped buying, although the inac- 
tion of the bulls led to no decided effort 
on the part of the bears to bring about 
lower prices. It would appear that many 
of the traders who had recently been on the 
bear side had been sufficiently impressed 
with the way the market had rallied on 
Monday after their demonstration against 
the list at the close of last week, to lead 
them to show a little more caution than 
they had on several recent occasions when 
an opportunity seemed to be offered to 
make a profit on the short side. 

Commission Business Very Small. 

Probably at no time recently was the 
market so entirely given over to the pro- 
fessionals, including some large operators, 
as it was yesterday. Commission ,houses, 
it was said, were doing practically nothing, 
and many of them were complaining of the 
lack of public interest in the stock market. 
One explanation of the fact that even the 
speculatively inclined among the public 
were not trading on: the Stock Exchange 
was that the wheat market, which has been 
so much more lively than the stock market, 
had to a large extent absorbed the atten- 
tion of the public. 

Southgrn Pacific Refunding Rumor. 

Southern Pacific was strong nearly all 
day, and, despite the fact that it was to 
some extent affected by the afternoon reac- 
tion, it closed with a net gain of three- 
eighths on trading in about 78,000 shares, 
which was a much larger tetal than that 
shown in any other stock. One report of- 
fered in explanation of the strength of 
Southern Pacific was that arrangements 
had been made for the refunding of some 
of the company’s bonds maturing within 
the next few months, and that in connec- 
tion with this financing rights would be 
offered to the stockholders which would be 


worth more than the figure at which the 
present rights are selling. In quarters close 
to the management of the property it was 
said that, while the refunding had, of 
course, to take place, no arrangements for 
such refunding had yet been made. Union 
Pacific was strong in the early trading, but 
declined more than a point from the high 
of the day, and closed with a slight net 


loss. 
Express Stocks All Up. 

All the express stocks were very strong 
yesterday, making advances of many points 
on very few sales. Adams Express, on the 
purchase of 100 shares, rose 5 points; Amer- 
ican Express, on 400 shares, 12 points, and 
Wells-Fargo, on 200 shares, 35 points. Only 
an odd lot of United States Express sola, 
but that stock, too, was 5 points higher in 
the bid price. The sudden jump in these 
stocks was in many quarters connected 
with the rumors which have been current 
at various times in the past that a plan was 
under way for a consolidation of all of these 


companies. 


Speyers Control! Manila Railway. 

LONDON, Aug. 23.—The shareholders of 
the Manila Railway, at a meeting here to-

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IN THE BUSINESS WORLD 


Austrian Business Men Coming to 
Study American Methods. 


Sixty-eight Merchants, Manufacturers, 
and Bankers Due to Arrive To- 
morrow on the Deutschland. 


A party of sixty-eight Austrian and 
Hungarian manufacturers, merchants, 
bankers, and engineers are expected here 
to-morrow on the Deutschland. They are 
members of the Niederoesterrischischer 
Gerverbe Verein, (the Lower Austrian In- 
dustrial Association,) and have been sent 
over by their organization to make a study 
of industrial and mercantile methods in 
this country. They will remain here six 
weeks, visiting every important industrial 
centre from New York to San Francisco, 
and they will spend about two weeks at 
the St. Louis Fair. 

Arrangements have been made for a spe- 
cial reception to the visitors by the Cham- 
ber of Commerce and all the Exchanges 
and other commercial bodies, and on Fri- 
day night they will be tendered a banquet 
at the Waldorf-Astoria by a committee of 
the Austrian ang Hungarian residents of 
New York, of which Dr. M. Baumfeld of 68 
Broad Street is Seeretary. 


ASK RECEIVER FOR 


Bondholder Alleges That Hammond Co. 
of Baltimore Is Insolvent. 


BALTIMORE, Aug. 23.—A bill was filed 
to-day in the United States Court in this 
city by James T. Anyon of New York 


City in behalf of himself and all other 
bondholders similarly situated, asking for 
the appointment of a receiver for the Ham- 
mond Ice Company, a Delaware corpora- 
tion, organized three years ago with a 
capital stock of $500,000. 

The bill recites that the complainant is 
the holder for value of twenty-five twenty- 
year first mortgage coupon bonds, of the 
denomination of $1,000 each, which cou- 
pons are alleged to be in default since the 
first day of July, 1903. 

Attorneys for the Hammond Ice Company 
said that they would at once file a demur- 
rer to the suit for a receivership. They say 
that while the company is in process of 
reorganization, it is solvent and capable of 
meeting all outstanding debts. 


OPENING SALMON PRICES. 


Alaska Packers’ Association Announces 
a Rate of $1.10. 


There was much surprise in the wholesale 
grocery market yesterday at the announce- 
ment of an opening price of $1.10 a dozen, 
free on bdard coast, for red Alaska sal- 
mon, by the J. H. Armsby Company, rep- 
resenting the Alaska Packers’ Association. 
This price is 20 cents lower than the open- 
ing price last vear. 

The low opening price has caused con- 
sternation among the representatives of the 
smaller packers. many of whom had taken 
orders on the basis of 5 or 10 cents below 
the association’s price,

Charles W. Groll has been appointed

SUES H. W. McVICKAR. 
Mrs. W. J. Cruger Says $77,000 of Hus- 
band’s Estate Was Misused. 


Mrs. Mary Cruger, widow of William 
J. Cruger, has commenced an action in 
the Supreme Court against Henry W. Mc- 
Vickar of the old McVickar Realty Trust 
Company, from whom she seeks to recover 
$77,000 losses, which she says her hus- 
band suffered through his dealings with 
the old firm of 8. Van Renssalaer Cruger 
& Co. McVickar, it is alleged, was in busi- 
ness with the firm at the time. In her 
complaint Mrs. Cruger says that William 
J. Cruger in 1888 inherited a share in the 
estate of Joshua Jones, and not being fa- 
miliar with the care or management of 
investment properties here, entrusted to 
the firm of S. Van Renssalaer Cruger & 
Co. the sum received from the Jones estate, 
amounting to $260,546.51, for investment 
in giltedge mortgage securities. 

It is alleged, however, that on or about 
Nov. 27, 1888, the firm of S. Van Rensse- 
laer Cruger & Co. and Mr. McVickar, with 
intent to defraud, represented to Mr. Cru- 
ger that it was difficult to make first-class 
investments in mortgages on real estate in 
New York, and as a temporary investment 
loaned to S. Van Rensselaer Cruger vari- 
ous sums amounting to $55,000, stating 
later that the sums borrowed had been re- 
turned and invested in first mortgage 
bonds on New York real estate. 

When-S. Van Rensselaer Cruger died, in 
1898, it was found, so the complainant says, 
that of the amount that had been loaned 
to him only $22,000 had been repaid, and 
that various other sums were not properly 
accounted for. Yesterday Henry Unger, 
of counsel for Mrs. Cruger, filed a note of 
issue in the Supreme Court, and it was in 
this way that the case became public, 

John E. Parsons, counsel for Mr. Mc- 
Vickar, in answer to the complaint denies 
responsibility for the claims made, stating 
that Mr. McVickar took no part in the 
management of the estates, as alleged. 


STEAMSH!P WAR NOW GENERAL. 


North German Lloyed and French Lines 
Meet Rate Cuts. 


All of the transatlantic passenger steam- 
ship companies, with the exception of the 
Italian and Dutch lines, are now engaged in 
the rate war started last week by the 
Cunard Line against the White Star Line.. 

The North German Lloyd and the French 
Line became involved yesterday when their 
agents here announced that they had re- 
duced the minimum rate for passage on 
their vessels, Both agents added that the 
lines they represent would follow any cuts 
that might be made affecting their inter- 
ests.

RS, MAYBRICK, HOME 
ONCE MORE, IS HAPPY 


Attorney Repudiates Story That 
Her Release Was a Trick. 


CROWD AT PIER TO SEE HER 


Mrs, Maybrick, Thanks Those Here 
Who Worked in Her Behalf— 
Will Go Soon to Mobile, Her 
Birthplace. 


After an absence of twenty-three years, 
fifteen of which were spent in solitary con- 
finement in Aylesbury Jail, England, fol- 
lowing a widely criticised conviction for 
the murder of her husband, Jams Maybrick, 
Mrs. Florence Elizabeth Maybrick returned 
to America yesterday. She was among the 
passengers who came over in the Red Star 
liner Vaderland from Antwerp, and, ac- 


cording to the stories of her fellow pas- 
sengers, she was the most popular pas- 


senger. She was shown every courtesy by 
those with whom she came in contact, ex- 
cept by two women, who, it is said, re- 
fused to sit at the same table with her. \ 
Despite her many years in the narrow 
confines of Aylesbury Jail, Mrs. Maybrick 
still has a youthful appearance, and no 
one unfamiliar with her past history, would 


have taken the trim, neatly dressed little 
woman who landed from the Vaderland 
yesterday for the woman who has suffered 
so long and fought so desperately for free- 
dom. She was accompanied by Samuel H. 
Hayden of Washington, and his wife, Mr. 
Hayden being of the law firm of Hayden 
& Yarrell of Washington, her attorneys. 
Mrs. Maybrick would not see the reporters, 
but she wrote out a statement which ex- 
pressed her thanks to Americans and news- 
papers on this side for their efforts in her 
behalf during her imprisonment. The 
statement is as follows: 
Her Statement. 
“Steamship Vaderland, Aug. 23, 1904. 

“TI regret that the state of my health, as 
well as business reasons, prevent my talk- 
ing to the American press at this time as 
I should like to. To them and my fellow 
American men and women I am deeply 
indebted for their efforts in my behalf, 
and take this means of expressing my 
everlasting gratitude as well as words can, 
and also to thank them for their congratu- 
lations on my release, which I regret I 
have not been able personally to acknowl- 
knowledge. 

“As my mother was unable to accom- 
pany me, I came over under the pr. tection 
of Mr. Hayden of Hayden & Yarrell of 
Washington, D. C., my attorneys, and his 
wife. I am assured by my English physi- 
cians and by Dr, Wilmer of Washington, 
who prescribed for me during the voyage, 
that quiet and mental rest will in time re- 
store my health. It was on the advice of 
my counsel and physicians that I traveled 
incognito. I can not express the feelings of 
deep joy and thankfulness with which I 
return to my native land. At the earliest 
opportunity I shall visit my birthplace, 
Mobile, Ala., and also Virginia, my home 
during my early married life. I believe, as 
I always have, that God, in His time, will 
right the great wrong which I have suf- 
fered. For any further information con- 
cerning my plans I refer you to Mr. Hay- 
den. I remain, very sincerely, 
“FLORENCE ELIZABETH MAYBRICK.” 

Her attorney, Mr. Hayden, speaking in 
behalf of Mrs. Maybrick, characterized as 
entirely without foundation the report that 
the British Government had been tricked 
into releasing Mrs. Maybrick by the false 
plea that her property interests in America 
were endangered by her continued impris- 
onment. 

Drives to Hotel. 

After the liner docked Mrs. Maybrick 
was driven to the Holland House. She 
boarded the Vaderland at Antwerp, having 
previously taken passage under the name 
of ‘‘Mrs. Rose Ingraham.”’ It was three 
days before her identity became known. 
Yesterday it was said that when she walked 
up the gangplank at Antwerp no less than 
half a dozen correspondents of European 
newspapers were on the pier and that she 
passed within five feet of them undetected. 

On board the Vaderland Mrs. Maybrick 
appeared to be in good spirits@ She sat at 
the table of Dr. C. Waersegers, the surgeon 
of the Vaderland, but appeared in the din- 
ing saloon on only a few occasions. When 
the weather was good she went on the 
promenade deck, and there met many of 
the passengers. 

Bright and early yesterday morning lurs. 
Maybrick was up and on deck, looking at 
the forts down the bay and the great 
buildings in the city beyond, and to Mr. 
Hayden she declared that the sight of New 
York was the happiest moment she had ex- 
perienced in all her life. She remained on 
the deck until the liner was boarded by 
the health and customs officials, and soon 
after retired to her stateroom, where she 
remained until the vessel was docked at 
her North River pier. 

Mrs. Maybrick was about the last of the 
saloon passengers to leave the liner. She 
came off on the arm of Mr. Hayden, fol- 
lowed by Mrs. Hayden and Judge Yarrell. 
She wore a white silk gown with fine black 
stripes and a hat to match, her face being 
covered by a white veil. There was a 
great crowd around the gangplank when she 
landed, and although every eye, as well 
as a dozen cameras, were focussed upon her, 
she did not appear at all embarrassed, and 
made no attempt to hide her face. Her hair 
is stil dark, not a gray hair being visible, 
while her eyes, according to her friends, are 
as bright as when she left this country a 
quarter of a century ago. Her baggage had 
been examined and passed before she left 


the ship, and she went straight to a car- 
riage waiting at the foot of. the main 
stairs of the pier. Following her went all 
the curious-minded people on the pier, some 
of whom had been waiting since 7 o'clock 
to see Mrs. Maybrick. At the foot of the 
stairs Mrs. Maybrick was assisted into the 
carriage, and after she bade a few friends 
good-bye she drove rapidly away. 

Mrs. Maybrick’s + consisted of three 
trunks, which had mn examined by a 
specially detailed Customs Inspector in or- 
der to expedite the owner’s departure from 
the pier. No attempt was made to question 
her by the yy Inspectors, as, 
after the entry ‘‘ Rose Ingraham,” on the 
manifest, appeared the words “U. §. citi- 
zen.”’ She made her declaration as to the 
amount and value of the baggage she 
hee gee into the country in her stateroom, 
Chief of Staff Loughrey taking her decla- 


Her Departure from England.’ 

Prior to the docking of the Vaderland 
Mr. Hayden told of the departure of Mrs. 
Maybrick from England, France, and Bel- 
gium for the United States. 

“‘Mrs. Maybrick,” he said, “left Truro, 
in Cornwall, gn July 20, and through the 
courtesy of the British and American Gov- 
ernments was enabled to reach the h 
of her mother in Rouen without seeing the 
representatives of the press, of whom there

ritain Not Tricked. 

Mr. Hayden made a statement last night, 
giving details of the suit in which Mrs. 
Maybrick is to testify. 

“The statement that the British Govern- 
ment, had been tricked,”’ he said, ‘‘ is abso- 
lutely false, and coming at this time it is 
even more cruel than Armstrong’s treat- 
ment of Mrs. Maybrick and the Baroness 
von Roques themselves. The objeet of 
Armstrong’s statement doubtless is to in- 


fluence the British Government against fur- 


ther favorable action in behalf of Mrs. 
Maybrick in order that her testimony in 
the suits against Armstrong may not be 
received with the credence that it otherwise 
might. If such is the purpose it will fall 
far short, as the English Government is 
fully aware of the status of the whole 
matter.”’ a 

“* Armstrong’s attorneys and himself, he 
said, ‘“‘having no possible defense to the 
facts proved by testimony, fall back on a 
reservation in the answer of the right to 
demur and plead in abatement of the bill, 
and got permission of the Court upon the 
argument of that reservation to withdraw 
their answer and send the case back to 
rules. The ground of the plea and demurrer 
was that the Baroness von Roques was a 
married woman and had no right to bring 
the suit under the laws in force in the 
State of Virginia at the time of her mar- 
riage. Replications were filed to the ene 
and there the matter rested until last ll, 
awaiting Mrs. Maybrick’s release to _ tes- 
tify in the case. A certified copy of Arm- 
strong’s first answer filed eleven years ago, 
and the original testimony itself withdrawn 
from the Court, is locked in a_ safe in the 
office of Hayden & Yarrell in Washington. 


Armstrong’s Representations. 


‘In that suit a copy of an option was 
filed in the handwriting of Mr. Armstrong, 
executed almost twe years after the deeds 
signed by Mrs. Maybrick, the Baroness von 
Roques, the Baron von Roques, and others, 


had been gotten by Armstrong. This option 
was signed ‘David W. Armstrong, At- 
torney of Caroline E. von Roques.’ Arm- 
strong represented himself at all times, as 
the attorney of the Baroness von Roques 
in selling the lands to J. Taylor Ellison of 
Richmond, Va., and others. They paid 
hin $25,000 !n cash; $12,000 in this country, 
and a similar amount in England for the 
lands embraced in that option. ¥s 

“St. John Boyle of Louisville, Ky., at- 
torney for the Kentucky Union Land Com- 
pany, testified that he examined the titles 
for the company for 42,000 acres bought 
by them off Armstrong, and that Arm- 
strong represented to him and to his people 
at all times, that the lands were owned 
by the Baroness von Roques with reversion 
in Mrs, Maybrick and her children to an 
interest in part of them, and that he was 
representing her in the sale of them under 
a deed executed by Harrison L. Groome, 
saying to him that he had the lands con- 
veyed to Groome for the sake of conven- 
ience in passing title. Boyle refused to 
take title from Groome, and required Arm- 
strong to file a friendly bill in the United 
States Circuit Court at Louisville, Ky., to 
appoint trustees in Kentucky to pass the 
title and made the Baroness von Roques, 
Mrs. Maybrick and her husband, and Mrs. 
Maybrick’s two infant children parties to 
the suit. 

“An order was entered authorizing the 
sale by the trustees, and Mr. Armstrong 
secured deeds directly to the 42,000 acres 
from the Baroness von Roques, Mrs. May- 
brick, and the trustees to the Kentucky 
Union Land Company; a nominal consid- 
eration being mentioned in the deed, he 
never disclosing the actual consideration to 
Mrs. Maybrick or the Baroness von Roques. 
The Kentucky Union Land Company, as 
shown by the evidence of St. John Boyle, 
B. C. Ballard Thurston, Judge Humphreys, 
and others connected with it, paid Mr. Arm- 
strong after receiving the deeds, $85,000 
for the 42,000 acres of land. 


Letters in Evidence. 


“St. John Boyle also put in evidence 
letters received from Armstrong, while 
Mrs. Maybrick was in prison waiting trial, 
urging him in the name of humanity to 
close this transaction so that he could get 
the money for Mrs. Maybrick’s defense, 


and expressed his absolute confidence in 
these letters of her innocence. 

‘* From letters in the possession of Hayden 
& Yarrell, also subject to inspection, Arm- 
strong represented to the Baroness von 
Roques that various other sales he had been 
negotiating had fallen through, although 
deeds had been sent from them to him, 
executed to Groome, who was represented 
as the purchaser for parts of the land. He 
also represented to her he would get abort 
$20,000 for her title to the above-named 
lands, and under her contract with him he 
would = $10,000 and she would get $10,000, 
he having been employed in 1878 and 1874 
as the attorney for tht Baroness von 
Roques and Mrs. Maybrick. A copy of this 
contract is in the hands of her attorneys, 
and a copy was filed in the suit. Out of 
this $85,000 only $6,600 was paid to Mr. 
Potter for Baroness von Roques and Mrs. 
Maybrick 

‘“ While they do not wish to try their case 
out of court, if Mrs. Maybrick had no in- 
terest in this land, why should a deed from 
her and her children be necessary? The 
fact is Mrs. Maybrick, under the will of 
her grendfathcr, Darius Holbrock, was an 
owner of a reversionary interest in the 
same, and furthermore at the time of her 
marriag? the Baroness von Roques had 
deeded her a one-third interest in the same. 


Lawyers’ Profits in Case. 

‘“ Waiving aside all the allegations of 
fraud in the case, the fact is that Mr. 
Armstrong realized hundreds of thousands 
of dollars out of, alleged purchases from 
his client of certain of this property, for 
which he claims he paid the nominal con- 


sideration of $16,000. Such a transaction is 
monstrous, and not permissible by law. As 
to Mr. Potter’s part in the transaction, he 
received $3,300 out of the $10,000 which 
Mr. Armstrong alleges was the portion of 
the Baroness von Roques and Mrs. May- 
brick. Mr. Potter said within the past year 
that he had no knowledge of the enormous 
sums of money that Armstrong was realiz- 
ing, and knew little or nothing of the value 
of the properties. 

“The title to such lands in which the 
Baroness von Roques and Mrs. Maybrick 
and her children, were interested, although 
greatly complicated in various ways, had 
a market value of $2 per acre, and some of 
it more, at the time Mr. Armstrong was 
selling the land. Had the land been free 
from complications it was worth from $10 
to $20 per acte. 

“Mrs. Maybrick is a defendant in the 
suit of the State of West Virginia involving 
500,000 acres of these lands, and her testi- 
mony is necessary in these suits.” 

Mrs. Maybrick will leave the Holland 
House for the Catskills to-day, where she 
will remain until Sept. 15, when she will 
leave for Washington. 


SUIT OVER READING BONDS.

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CABALL ERO OF CORONA 
 WASPICKED FOR A MARK 


But He Fooled Young Calcetarra 
and Old Fenrara. 


WAS TO GET LATTER’S ROLL 


That Is, If He Put Up $3,000 (Which 
He Did) Stage 
Money.

A too hasty move on the part of de- 
tectives spoiled a carefully laid trap to 
Capture red handed four Italian bunco men 
in Brooklyn: yesterday afternoon. Three 
of the men were arrested, but not with 
the ‘‘ goods” on them. 

The mark” in the case was Angelo 
Caballiero of Corona, Queens Borough, who 
panned out to be anything but a ‘“ mark.” 
Caballiero, who is a piano maker, has been 
in this country for thirty years, Owns sev- 
eral houses in Corona, and is reputed to 
be a man of considerable means. Several 
weeks ago a young Italian named Louis 
Calcetarra, with whom Caballiero is ac- 
quainted, called upon the latter at his home 
in Corona. 

Calcetarra was accompanied by one Carlo 
Fenrara, eighty years old. Fenrara ap- 
peared to be on his last legs. He seemed 
just about able to drag one foot after the 
other, made queer sounds when he 
breathed, and uttered a faint moan now 
and then. Calcetarra explained to Cabal- 
liero that Fenrara had a bank account 
amounting to $25,000, but was without rel- 
atives or friends. The old man wanted to 
find a home with some good Italian family, 
who, if they took care of him for his few 
remaining days, could have all his money 
when he died. Calcetarra had taken the 
liberty to recommend Caballiero to the old 
man. 

“‘He’ll soon be done for,” said Calce- 
tarra by way of assurance, the old man 
cheerfully nodding his indorsement of the 
frank opinion. 

The proposition made to Caballiero was 
that he was to take charge of Fenrara’s 
money. First, however, Caballiero was to 
draw $3,000 of his own money out of the 
bank. He was then to place it in a satchel 
containing the old man’s $25,000 and take 
all the mone: to a bank and deposit it in 
his own name. Caballiero smelled bunco 


and determined to lead the men on. Say- 
ing he wanted time to make up his mind, 
he consulted with the police, and the mat- 
ter was placed in the hands of Captain 
Formosa of the Brooklyn Detective Bureau. 
Instructed by Formosa, Caballiero ar- 
ranged to meet the men at Flatbush Ave- 
nue and Fulton Street, Brooklyn, yester- 
day. It was understood that he was to 
have his $3,000 and the others were to 
bring the $25,000 in a satchek Detective 
Antonio Vachris, disguised as a laborer, 
and three other detectives, were watching 
nearby when Caballiero met Fenrara, 
Calcetarra, and two other Italians. 
Caballiero had with him a roll of stage 
money so big that it made the eyes of the 
others almost pop out of their heads when 
he displayed it. Three of the men and 
Caballiero went into a restaurant to tal 
things over, while the fourth stranger, who 
carried the _ satchel containing old man 
Fenrara’s ‘‘ $25.000,"" waited outside. While 
waiting. he carelessly left the bag holding 
the fortune at the restaurant door while 
he sauntered ‘over and watched some men 
at_work on the subway. 
the other three 


When Caballiero and 

came out of the restaurant, the detectives, 
fancying that he had handed the stage 
money. over to them pounced upon the trio 
and placed them under arrest. The fourth 
man escaped with the satchel. The men 
arrested were Calcetarra, Fenrara, and a 
man who gave his name Euguneio Linola. 
All three said they lived ‘in Manhattan. 
After the arrests had been made the de- 
tectives ‘earned that they had acted a bit 
too soon, as Caballiero had not yet passed 
the roll of stage money over to the men.

CUTLERY IMPORTER ACCUSED. 


Charge of Selling Smugglea Goods 


Trumped Up, He Says. 


Andreas C. Bosselmann, an importer and 
wholesale dealer in novelties at 469 Broad- 
way, was arrested yesterday by United 
States Marshal Kennedy and arraigned be- 
fore United States Commissioner Ridgway 
charged with having received and sold mer- 
chandise which he knew had been illegally 


imported into the country. He was held in 
$1,000 bail, which was furnished. 

According to a Federal official, Bossel- 
mann was charged with disposing of vari- 
ous smuggled articles of merchandise. 
Much of the alleged smuggled goods con- 
sisted of cutlery, including 5 pairs of 
shears.

That 
was two months ago and since then I have 
found out that he wrote to manufacturers 
in Germany with whom I deal undermining 
me and trying to get away their trade to 
himself. I think he has made a complaint 
to the Federal authorities.

THOSE UNFORTUNATE VINGUTS. 


Husband Gets $6,000 a Year and Both 
Are Broke. 


Benjamin Van Horne Vingut, society and 
clubman, protested in the Jefferson Market 
Police Court yesterday morning that his to- 
tal available capital was a quarter, and 
that it woud take him two days to raise 
$25 to give his wife for her maintenance.

The matrimonial difficulties of the Vin- 
guts have been before the court for several 
weeks. Mrs. Vingut’s attorney said yes- 
terday that his client was destitute, and 
must have some money right away. 

“Why, she got $95 from her husband 
last week,’”’ broke in the husband’s lawyer. 

“That was for bills I owed,’ snapped 
Mrs. Vingut. 

‘* Your Honor, this man has an income of 
$6,000 a year,’’ declared the lawyer, ‘“ and 
he certainly can afford to give his wife 
some money to-day.” 

“There is no disposition on the part of 
my client to refuse proper maintenance,” 
said Mr. Vingut’s lawyer. ‘‘ The trouble 
is that he only receives his income once a 
month, and just now he is hard up. He 
can give his wife some money on Sept. 1."’

Mrs. Vingut dabbing at her eyes with a 
lace handkerchief. ‘I haven’t a penny 
in the world.”’
